San Juan, Porto, Rico, March 8.—A ser!l- 
bus riot occurred here yesterday. At 6 
d’clock in the evening five artillerynicn 
and a corporal o° artillery, named His- 
cock, left their guard post without orders 
end charged across the plaza into a 
rtreet in which a mob of people had as- 
sembied. The soldiers fired a volley into 
the air, dispersed the mob and rescucd 
Bchoo!l Superintendent Armstrong, who 
was besieged by the mob in a house situ- 
ated about a block from the city center. 

The city hgd been overrun by a riotous 
crowd of probably 1,500 persons, who 
shouted, “Down with the Americans.” 

The superintendent had reprimanded a 
ten-year-old girl for disobedience, ard 
fcrcibly, but harmlessly, marched her to 
the front from the rear of the school- 
room. Her dress caught in a desk and 
Was torn, and the girl reported to her 
motner that she had been kicked and 
abused. This evoked esensationai stories, 
and some of the school boys paraded the 
streets and were joined by many loafers 
and full-grown men. The superintendant 
and policemen who escorted him were 
Btoned in the streets, and the Amevcicans 
sought refuge in the Intendencia build- 
irg. 

At 5 o'clock Governor Allen opiered the 
ranyor to disperse the mob, notifying bim 
that he should ask for government as- 
sistance if he was in need of it. The 
mayor,, however, ignored this notification, 
although the city police were po werl2s3s3.

A treasvry clerk, who was one of the 
mén who ejected rioters from the Inten- 
dencia, was attacked, stoned and disarm- 
ed By a mob. 

The insular police were not called upon 
until 6 p. m., when the artillerymen men- 
t'cred took the initiative without orders. 

Meantime, the city police had fired 
about one hundred shots, mostly in the 
air, for there were no casualties. 

Several other Americans beside the 
treasury clerk were stoned from roofs 
end balconies. 

There Fave been no demonstrations to- 
day.

OFFICERS IN NAVAL SERVICE. 


Secretary Long Says Those from 
Ranks Are Not Barred. 
Washington, March 8.—The secretary of 
the navy today in response to the senate 
resolution of inquiry, says: 


“Commissioned officers in the naval 
service promoted from the ranks are not 
debarred from privileges enjoyed by other 
Aormimissioned officers of the navy, but 
they are not given the use of some unl- 
forms used by certain other commis- 
sioned officers, just as the latter in one 
grade or corps are not given the same 
uniform as others of them in another

PACK OF HOUNDS. 
TRAILING BRUTE 


Hundreds of Hoosiers Engaged 
in Man hunt 


GIRL VICTIM QF ASSAULT 


Miss DeLong, Brutally Assaulted by 
Unknown Man, Staggers Home 
in Critical Condition—If 
Caught Assailant Will 
Will Be Lynched. 


Bluffton, Ind., March 8.—Miss Kitty 
de Long, the seventeen year old daugh- 
ter of Joseph de Long, a prominent farm- 
er living three miles north of this place, 
was the victim of a criminal assault this 
afternoon and she now lies at her fa- 
ther’s home in a critical condition. 

Miss de Long had been to this place 
on an errand and was returning to her 
home when she was attacked by an un- 
known man. She was terribly bruised 
and beaten, and although almost uncon- 
scious, two hours later managed to stag- 
ger into her father’s house, when she fell 
fainting to the floor. She has not yet 
recovered sufficiently from the shock to 
enable her to give a description of her 
assailant. The city of Bluffton is wild 
with excitement tonight and hundreds 
of citizens are scouring the surrounding 
country. 

As soon as the news of the assault was 
known in Bluffton, Sheriff Pressinger or- 
ganized a posse for the pursuit of the 
fiend.» He wired at once to the sheriff 
of Allen county for a pack of blood- 
hounds to place on the trail of the crimi- 
nal.’ 

Public indignation is very strong, and 
it is believed that a lynching will follow 
the captureof the guilty man.

Denver, Col., March &—The eleven-year- 
old. daughter. of Edward D. Hegg, special 
officer for the Colorado and Southern 
railway, was criminally assaulted tonight 
by an unknown negro within a stone’s 
throw of her own home. 

Bioodhounds have been brought into 
requisition and a lynching is probablg if 
the negro is caught. 

The little girl had been to a store in the 
neighborhood of her home and had just 
reached her own gate when she was 
seized, carried to a nearby vacant lot and 
assaulted. She could only describe her 
aSsallant as a roughly dressed negro with- 
out beard. Her hands and face were 
smeared with coal dust, grease or soot 
from the negro’s hands. 

Her father notified the police. They 
have searched the neighborhood in vain 
for the negro. The neighbors have joined 
in the hunt and threats of lynching are 
made. 


HE IS HELD FOR BLACKMAIL. 


Charges Preferred Against Wolter 
by United States Senator Kearns. 

Omaha, Neb., March 8.—Ernest J. Wol- 
ter, a prominent merchant of Schuyler, 
Neb., has been arrested in that city by 
a United States marshal on a charge of 
attempting to blackmail United States 
Senator Kearns, of Utah, and has been 
held to the federal grand jury under $82,- 
000 bonds. There were three letters writ- 
ten in connection with the attempted 
blackmail. :

CARNEGIE SCATTERS CASH 


Multi-Millionaire Continues To Give 
for Libraries. 


FOUR MORE TOWNS CHOSEN 


Lincoln, Ill., Davenport, Ia., Spring- 
! field, Ill., and Sheboygan, Wis., 
Offered Large Sums. 


Lincoln, Ill., March 8.—Andrew Car- 
negie has given this city $25,000 for a 
public library. The city ll furnish a 
site and will maintain the ‘libary| at a 
cost of not less than $2,500 a year. 

Davenport, Iowa, March 8 —Andrew 
Carnegie has offered Davenport $75,000 
for a free public library if the city will 
furnish $1,500 annually for its mainten- 
ance. The city will agree to the condi- 
tions. 

Springfield, Ill., March 8.—Andrew Car- 
negie has raised to $75,000 his recent gift 
of $60,000 to this city for a free public 
libary. The city council has -passed an 
ordinance appropriating $10,000 a year for 
the maintenance of the library and has 
agreed to provide the site. 

Sheboygan, Wis., March 8.—Ar/érew 
Carnegie. has promised Sheboygan $25,000 
for a public library building on condition 
that the city supply the site and appro- 
priate $2,500 yearly for maintenance. This 
makes the third library building prom- 
ised for Wisconsin by Mr. Carnegie, the 
other cities favored being Green Bay 
and Janesville.

“CHRIS” MAGEE PASSES AWAY. 


Well-Known Citizen of Pittsburg 
Dies at Harrisburg, Pa. 
Tiarrisburg, Pa, March 8.—Se2nator 
Christopher Lyman Magee, of Pittsburg, 
editor, statesman, philanthropist and. 
financier, died this evening, after an ill- 
ness of more than two years. His condi- 
tion became worse last night. He grad- 
vally grew weaker during the night and 
today, and his end was peaceful and 
caln. His remains will be taken to Fitts- 

burg tomorrow. 

Mr. Magee was born in Pittsburg, in 
1848. In 1871 he was elected city treasurer 
and was re-elected in 1874. He was elect- 
ed state senator in 1892, and was twice 
re-elected. He was a director in numer-

EX-PRESIDENT 


IN A CRITICAL CONDITION 


HARRISON 
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EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON, 
Whose beige Alarms His 
, en 
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Indianapolis, Indiana, March 8.—Ex- 
President Benjamin Harrison is a very 
sick man -.and his closest friends are 
alarmed. His condition is more serious 
than is generally believed. However, Dr. 
Henry Jameson, the family physician, 
said tonight there was no immediate dan- 
.ger; in fact, he was not at all alarmed, 
he said, as to the outcome. 

Asked if the age of General Harrison 
would not weigh very much dgainst his 
recovery, the doctor said such would nat- 
urally be the case to a certain extent. 
General Harrison is troubled with a com- 
plication of grip and intercostal neural- 
gia, and there is some fear that this 
will develop inta pneumonia. The dis- 
ease in itself is not necessarily of an 
alarming nature, but when the age of 
General Harrison is taken into consider- 
ation with the diminution of his recu- 
perative powers, his present illness is be- 
ing viewed with much anxiety. 

Mr. Harrison suffered much pain yes- 
terday. The large muscles of the chest 
,are much affected, and the patient was 
confined to his bed. The most favor- 
‘able symptom yesterday was the ab- 
sence of fever, and still another circim- 
stance in fav@ of the general is that his 


‘sleep as vet has not been impaired.

PARTITION OF CHINA 
PLANNED BY CZAR 


Unless Russia Is Driven from Man- 
churia, Chinese Empire Will Be 
Divided Among Powers. 
British Foreign Office 
Takes Bold Stand. 


London, March 8.—A crisis has arisen 
in far eastern affairs, which in the opin- 
ion of the British government is graver 
almost than the troubles which original- 
ly turned the eyes Of the world toward 
the orient. Secret négotiations are going 
on between the United States and Great 
Britain with a view to thwarting what 
both governments appear to consider a 
determined attempt on the part of Russia 
to plant herself permanently in one of 
the richest tracts of the Chinese empire. 

The conference held Wednesday be- 
tween United States Ambassador Choate 
and Lord Lansdowne, the foreign secre- 
tary, had nothing to do with the Nicara- 
guan canal affair. To quote from a Brit- 
ish Official, ‘‘the Nic@ragua controversy is 
a minor matter compared with the pres- 
ent situation.’’ What Mr. Choate did was 
to receive from Lord Lansdowne an im- 
portant message declaring that Great 
Britain was not satisfied with Ruséia’s 
declaration regarding Manchuria, as de- 
livered to Sir Charles Stewart Scott, Brit- 
ish ambassador to St. Petersburg, by 
Count Lamsdorf, and asking the United 
States if they were prepared to take joint 
action of such a decisive nature that 
Russia would have no alternative but to 
recede from her position. 

Almost simultaneously, it is understood, 
the United States government instructed 
the various ambassadors to take similar 


steps. 
Hay’s Answer Not Received. | 

The answer of Secretary Hay hag ap- 
parently not. yet. Beew-received. in. Lon- 
don, although the fact that almost con- 
current instructions were issued from 
Washington is taken here to be a suffi- 
cient guarantee that Russia's action in 
Manchuria will not be tolerated by the 
United States. Japan is relied upon to 
take a Mne in harmony with the United 
States and Great Britain. Germany, in 
spite of. the Anglo-German compact, is 
regarded as rather doubtful, owing to 
Emperor William’s friendship for the 
ezar. France, of a -will side with 
her ally. The significante of the present 
phase can only be appreciated by those 
cognizant of the lethargic attitude of the 
British goviernment hitherto regarding | 
Russian action in China. Within the last 
few days all this has changed. What a 
week or two ago was pronounced only 
jn line with Russia’s usual policy is now 
termed “‘a grave and serious state of af- 
fairs.’’ 

Lord Lansdowne is using every effort to 
bring the powers into line, in order to 
present to Russia such a menacimg front 
that, without any ambiguity regarding 
temporary or other occupation, she may 
give up all designs upon Manchuria. 

What prompts the British foreign office 
to take such an alarmist view of circum- 
stances, usually looked upow as fatalistie 
sequences, is the apprehension that Rus- 
sia, having held her own in spite of the 
protest of the ministers of the powers to 
the Chinese government, and having put 
herself on record-in the gaeply. to Sir 
Charles Scott as determined on at least 
a temporary occupation of Manchuria, 
will refuse to back Gown. 

Russia Must Back Down. 


That she must do so Lord Lansdowne 

considers vital, both for the future of 
China and for the continued existence of 
the concert of the powers. 
. Count Lamsdorf's reply to Sir Charles 
Scott is considered quite unsatisfactory. 
“If such excuses are gccepted by the 
powers,’’ said a British official last even- 
ing, ‘there will be nothing: to prevent 
the immediate partition of China, for with 
almost exactly the same verbiage any 
European power could justify the occu- 
pation of other provinces.’’ 

Upon the degree of support afforded the 
movement by Germany and Japan de- 
pends the result of what is understood to 
be the almost synchronous ation of 
Washington and London, The whole affair 
is guarded with the greatest secrecy; and 
it was not apparently without motive 
that a special dispatch was atlowed to 
go from London erroneously announcing 
that the negotiations going on bet ween‘ 
Mr. Choate and Lord Lansdowne related 
to the Nicaragua canal affair. 

A feeling pervades in inner circles -here 
that if. Count Lamsdortf's explanation 
is accepted by the powers Russia will be 
accorded a tree hand to take all’ she 
pleases, and the door will be opened to 
any other power aggressive enough io 
step in and annex China provinces under 
the pretext of temporary occupation

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GREAT ARMY FOR BRITAIN 


Steps Will Be Taken To Largely In- 
crease the Forces. 


FOREIGN CLASHES FEARED 


Secretary for War Brodrick Says 
Government Cannot Get Rid of 
European Entanglements. 


London, March 8.—In the house of com- 
mons today, Mr. Brodrick, secretary of 
war, introduced the army estimate for 
1901-02. The proposals contemplate the 
dispatch abroad of three army corps with 
a division of cavalry, in all 120,000 men, 
and also a sufficient force for home de- 
fenses, 


The country !s to be divided tnto atx 
districts, each representing an army 
co’ ps. under an officer who has had a com- 
mand in time of war. The flelad artillery 
must be supplemented by heavier: guns. 
The army needs a much larger bodv of 
monnte? men and transport. and the 
musketry drill needs improvine. He ada- 
hered to the voluntary svstem. under 
which 149,000 men had offercd themselves 
fer the war. Compulsien would be disas- 
trous. The government could not hope 
to get rid of European entanglements. 
It could not.shut out the possibility of 
having to dispatch forces to deferd the 
British possessions abroad. 

The government. in addition, proposed 
to raise eight battalions for garrison duty 
from’ men about to enter the reserve. to 
establish a reserve militia and to raise a 
ferce of 35,000 yeomanry to be armed with 
short rifles and bayonets. The net addi- 
tion to the army under this scheme would 
be 126,500 men at a cost Hf £2,000,000, and 
40,000 additiona] trained volunteers. 

Mr. Brodrick insisted that there must 
be hearty co-cperation betweeh the com- 
mander in chief and the secretary of war, 
@nd he asked that a committee be ap- 
pointed to advise in regard to needed re- 
forms. 

Under the new scheme the army for 
home defense will consist of 155,000 regu- 
lars, 100,000 reserves, 150,000 militia, 25,000 
yeomanry and 250,000 volunteers. 

On the advice of Lord Roverts, com- 
manders of army corps w'!ll be appointed 
for three years only, instead of five, so 
that he may be able to replace them if 
they prove inefficient.

CAREER IS VERY CHECKERED 


He Has Visited Nearly Every Coun- 
try on the Globe, and Wherever 
He Has Been He Has Swin- 
dled Somebody-—-Has 
Done Time. 


New York, March 8.—Captain Titus, of 
the detective bureau, said today that Al- 
fred Parsons, the New Haven prisoner 
charged with attempting to swindle Pres- 
ident Hadley, of Yale, is Ross Raymond. 
Ross Ravmond was originally from Lan- 
caster, Pa. His real name tis Potter. He 
was a reporter on The Chicago Daily 
News, and became city editor of The Bal- 
timore News. Later he was employed on 
The Philadelphia Press. He then went 
abroad and became the editor of a news- 
paper at Allahabad, India, where he was 
quite successful, but left to join the Brit- 
ish” troops in Egypt. 

On his arrival in Paris en route for Lon- 
don he suddenly developed a mania for 
swindling. He called on the proprietor 
of the Hotel Bristol, in Paris, and noti- 
fied him that he was the avant courier 
of the khedive of Egypt, who would ar- 
rive the next day.

In 1888, on a plea of guilty, at 
Manchester, England, he was sentenced 
to prison for ten years. He served his 
term and returned to this country about 
two years ago, and was made city editor 
of The Philadelphia Times. 

Then he disappeared to begin his swin- 
dling operations once more. In Milwau- 
kee he claimed to be a British officer and 
presented forged leters from Adjutant 
General Corbin and a number of others 
and borrowed considerable money and 
was arrested and sent to the workhouse. 
He disappeared again until his present 
arrest at New Haven. 

At the time of the death of President 
Garfield, Raymonu served The New York 
Herald at Elberon very efficiently and 
established a considerable reputation as 
a writer.

BUT DEWET AND STEYA 
WILL NOT SURRENDER 


Mrs. Botha Was the Principal Agent 
in Bringing About the Negotia- 
tions—Lord Kitchener Will 
Grant Botha Favora-_ 
ble Terms, 


London, March 8&.—General Kitchene 
has granted General Botha a seven days 
armistice to enable him to confer with 
the other generals. 

A special dispatch from Pretoria dated 
today (Friday) says General Kitchener’ 
and General Botha had a lengthy con- 
ference on Gun HIN this morning. Gen- 
eral Botha was alone and General Kitch- 
ener was accompanied by his secretary. 

Mrs. Botha Urged Surrender. 

The Daily Chronicle referring to the 


armistice at Pretoria, says: 

“The untiring agent in bringing about 
the negotiations was Mrs. Botha, who 
was deeply affected by the hopeless plight 


of the Boers. 

“The meeting of February 27th was 
to General Botha’s request to 
know Lord Kitchener’s terms. Lord 
Kitchener replied that a general amnesty 
would be granted to all who surrendered, 
as weli as to all prisoners except those 
Cape Dutch, who, being British subjects, 
had actively fomented Boer resistance. 
General Dewet and Mr. Steyn were, how- 
ever, expressly excluded from the am- 
nesty. 

“Y,ord Kitchener further promised that 
if peace were concluded the government 
would assist in rebuilding the farmhouses 
and other buildings destroyed under mili- 
tary exigencies, would reinstate the law- 
ful owners and would help them stock 
their farms. Those guilty’ of acts of 
treachery would be excluded from the 
benefits. 

“General Botha appeared to he satis- 
fled with the conditions and the armistice 
being arranged. He proceeded to consult 
his officers, a vast majority of whom ac- 
cepted the terms. 

Dewet and Steyn Stubborn. 

“Dewet and Steyn both remained ir- 
reconcilable. They declined any terms, 
Dewet adding that on his part the war 
hai become one of revenge and he intend- 
ed to do all the mischief he could. 

‘It is possible that the original armis- 
tice of a week has been extended. It is 
believed that the remainder of General 
Botha’s oflicers have now been won 
around and that he is likely to make for- 
mal] submission to Lord Kitchener March 
lith. when his force will surrender to 
General French. a 

“According to ouf information Lord 
Kitchener's dispositions made the speedy 
capture of.Genera! Botha’s forces quite 
certain. General Botha frankly accepted 
the situation and was treated by Lord 
Kitchener at both interviews with the 
greatest consi-leration.” 

“The negotiations between Lord Kitch- 
ener and General Botha are in abeyencs.” 
says the Pretoria correspondent of The 
Times, wiring Wednesday, “pending an 
answer from the British government.” 

Dispatches from Amsterdam and Brts- 
sels say that Mr. Kruger’s entourage 
continues to profess ignorance of the @x- 
istence of negotiations declaring that 
General Botha cannot act for the Orange 
Free State and that. in any case, no 
terms are possible unless Lord Kitchener 
is prepared to discuss independence, 

Boer Attack Failed. 

Lord Kitchener, reporting under date of 
March 7th, says: 

“The Boers falted in their determined 
attack upon Lichtenburg. Our losses, be- 
sides the two officers previously report- 
er], were fourteen men killed and twenty 
wounded. The Boer General Celliors was 
killed. 

“DeWet’s position is variously reported, 
as his men are scattering through the 
Orange colony. Our troops marching 
northward reached Petrusburg today. 

“French reports further captures of @ 
fourteen pounder Creusot. with carriage 
and timber complete, and one Hotchkiss, 
making a total of seven guns.

Colony. 

He further reports:

Today's additions make General 
French's total captures in the present op- 
erations as follows: Guns, 7; rifles, 784;

The Curtis woman 
disappeared about this time, which was 
in May, 1895, and it was said she had 
gone to Alabama. Several months after 
a stench arising from an old well oh the 
Bowdoin. farm caused an investigation, 
and as previously reported a human 
skeleton was found in its depths. 

Frank Bowdoin was arrested near the 
scene, but escaped, remained away near 
ly three years, returned, surrendered, 
‘made . bond, and the last act in the 
tragedy culminated in the trial. 

The feature of today’s session was the 
statement of the accused, who took the 
stand about 10 o’clock. 

He denied that he was guilty of any 
crime with Mollie Curtis. She was @

Savannah, Ga., March 8.—(Special.)— 
Andrew Carnegie will help ta establish a 
free library in Savannah. This gratifying 
news was contained in a letter received 
tcday by Dr, R. J. Nunn. cne of the cura- 
tors of the Georgia Historical Sosiety, 
from Miss Maude Heyward, assistant 
:ibrarian of the sdciety. 

Miss Heyward left Savannah for New 
York: Monday, but the object of her visit 
Was not generally known here. It seems 
that she had no difficulty in getting an 
interview with Mr. Carnegle. Her letter 
to Dr. Nunn states the result. In it she 
Says: 

“Until today I have had no communica- 
ticn with Mr. Carnegie. I now have his 
promise to help. This is what he says: 
Savannah shall have a library if the re- 
quest comes through the proper channels; 
that is, from the mayor and council, with 
assurances of help from the city.’ Mr. 
Carnegie leaves next Wednesday morning 
for Europe. He will be gone six months 
and will attend to no business matters 
while away. If you get your request to 
him before that day he will give it his 
attention. Yow had better see Mayor 
Myers at once; get him to call a meeting 
of the city council, and make application 
to Mr. Carnegie to establish a free library 
in connection with the Georgia Historical 
Society. Also get Colonel Mercer to call 
a meeting of the library at once and act 
with council in sending on the request to 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie, to 5 West Fifty- 
first street, and he promises to help.” 

As soon as Dr. Nunn received this let- 
ter he had a conference with Mayor My2rs 
end afterwards with Colonel Mercer. 
President Mercer issued a call for the 
beard of managers of the historical so- 
c‘ety for tomorrow afternoon, at 4 o’clock. 

The board is requested to meet at the 
mayor’s office to confer with him. It 
will be noticed that Miss Hesyward’s letter 
Goes not mention any specific amount. It 
is presumed that the a:nount of the dona- 
tion will be $50,000, and that it will be 
with the condition attached to other re- 
cent bequests by Mr; Carnegie of a spe- 
cific annual appropriation by the city. 

The historical society has had dealings 
with Mr. Carnegie before on this subject, 
and it was understood that he expressed 
a willingness to eid, on the condition that. 
the library be made absolutely a public 
Ubrary. This the managers were unwill- 
ing to agree to, as they were under the 
impression that it would include the ad- 
mission of negroes a9 weil as whites.

Circuit Judge Tinsley, who in his charge 
to his grand jury a week ago said he had 
declined a proffer of troops because none 
were needed, was compelled to flee from 
the courthouse and it was not safe for 
him to return until late in the afternoon, 
when it was considered safe for him to 
come back and adjourn court.

LYNCHING OF MARTINDALE 


White Man Put to Death by Mob in 
North Carolina. 


ASSAULTED A YOUNG WOMAN

Bjaced in Jail at Carthage—Building 
Stormed and Martindale 
Was Hanged. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 8.—(Special.)— 
James Martindale, a white mar, aged 
twenty-six years, six weeks ago, near 
Carthage, assaulted Mrs. Brown, a young 
married woman, while she was on her 
way to teach school. He was brought 
here to prevent lynching, and was in jail 
here for forty days. 'Two weeks ago he 
was taken to Carthage. At 3 o’clock this 
morning a mob stormed the jail, took him 
out and hanged him in the outskirts of 
the town. The fact had developed that 
two years ago Martindale assaulted a sis- 
ter of his wife, and this added to the 
intensity of feeling against him. 


TRYING TO TAX BACHELORS. 


Bill Introduccd in North Carolina 
Senate to That End. 
Raleigh, ». C., March 8.—(Special.)— 
A bill was introduced in the senate to 
tax bachelors. Bills were passed in- 
corporating the Kenansville Air-Line rail- 
way. The senate discussed the house bill 
for judicial districts, but reached no 

conclusions. 

At 12:30 the senate met as a court of 
impeachment and received the replication 
of the house board of impeachment man- 
agers to reply of Judges Furches and 
Douglas. The replication is simply gen- 
eral denials cf the judges’ defense without 
specification or new matter. The house 
devoted much of its session to consider- 
ation of the revenue bill on its third read- 
ing. -The amendment, which was added 
yesterday evening, taxing gross incomes 
of railways, was defeated by 74 to 32. 
The anti-trust bill, known as the Rob- 
inson bill, which is really a copy of the 
Texas law, brought up to date, passed. 

A badly drawn bill specially designed to 
strike out the American Tobacco Com- 
pany and entitled ‘a bill to prevent dis- 
crimination against independent manu- 
facturers and dealers,’’ wag attacked so 
vigorously that it was withdrawn. It was 
stated, if passed, it would close any cot- 
ton mill in ten days. 


IOWE WITHDREW FROM RACE. 


Captain White Will Have the Solid 

? Delegation. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 8.—(Special.) 
Hon. Robert J. Lowe, chairman of the 
wtaite democratic executive committee, 
who was a candidate for delegate at 
large from the state to the constitutional 
convention to be held this summer in 
Alaba today withdrew from the race 
and Captain Frank 8. White, of this 
county, will have a solid delegation from 
his home county. As a consequence there 
will be but one ticket in the primaries in 
this county tomorrow. 

Up to late this afternoon it appeared 
as if there would be two sets of dele- 
gates for the county convention, which 
meets on the 14th, one favoring Lowe, the 
other White. Jefferson could not have 
expected to have landed two of the four 
delegates from the state at large, hence 
the necessity of a sold Jefferson county 
delegation for the one or the other. Cap- 
tain White was chairman of Senator 
Morgan’s campaign committee when he 
was opposed by Governor Johnston.

Special deputies were required 
during the trial today to save them from 
violence at the hands of the crowd. The 
women are Mrs. Sarah Culver, divorced 
wife of a prominent citizen, and Mrs. 
Ada Barnes, a widow, who comes of a 
good Tennessee family. The men are 
Ed Overby, a barber, and Charles Tyler, 
a porter, both mulattoes.

Austin, Tex., March 8.—(Special.)—Ar- 
rangements are being perfected to pipe 
the oil supply now on hand, and to be 
secured from the oil wells at Beaumont, 
to various sections of the state. A com- 
pany with $1,000,000 capital stock was to- 
day incorporated for the purpose of es- 
tablishing these pipe lines from Beau- 
mont to other sections of the state, and 
it is their intention to make the piping 
System as complete, in thepofit of cov- 
ering available territory, as can possibly 
be done. 

Both the house and senate of the Texas 
legislature were in the throes of a lively 
debate most of the day today. 

The senate was engaged in a discussion 
of its bill prohibiting the operation of 
double-header trains in Texas. The dis- 
cussion thereof was extremely lively. 

In the house the bone of contention 
was a bill providing for the creation of 
an industrial school for girls, which 
caused much speech making, during 
which some rather caustic things were 
said pro and con on the question. 

The house members voted down the 
resolution calling on them to return the 
state the 40 cents mileage granted them 
under the constitution to pay their way 
to the legislature on the ground that ae 
they were now traveling on free passes

NO CHILD UNDER TWELVE YEARS — 
OLD 10 WORK IN CAROLINA MILLS 


FIRE ON THE COLLIER AJAX 


Broke Out While Vessel Was Out- 
at Sea. 


WAS KEPT FROM SPREADING 


Ehip Was Uninjured as the Fire Was | 
in the Coal—Schooner Has 


Hard Time. 


Norfolk, Va,, March &—(Special)—Under 
the personal supervision of Admiral Cot- 
ton, commandant of this naval station, 
the fire in the coal cargo of the collier 


Ajax was extinguished today. She cross- 


,ed the ocean with the smouldering coal 


in her forward compartment and was in 
much peril, had it broken out at sea. The 
ship was uninjured, but this is due to 
the fact that four lines of hose was kept 
constantly on the compartment from 
Gibraltar to the Norfolk navy yard. 
Twenty-eight days from Boston is a 
long voyage to this port, but the schooner 
Henry W. Camp, which arrived today, 
was blown 300 miles east of Bermuda and 
was slightly crippled. Captain Bobbitt 
says it was his worst voyage. The 
schooner had no cargo and rode out the 
storm light. She had a hard time navli- 
gating, but her crew were equal to the 


tremendous strain upon them while being 


borne by the tempest a thousand miles 
away from her destination. They caught 
the storm just after leaving Boston on 
February 9th, bound for Hampton Roads 
for orders. The big four-master was un- 
able to hold her own against the terrific 
storm and when it subsided Captain Bob- 
bitt had to beat back westward to Ber- 
muda. The crew was in small danger of 
starvation, however, as they had fresh 
eggs and five barrels of potatoes when 
they reached port. The Cramp is bound 
for Baltimore in tow. 


MISSISSIPPI IS TO HAVE _ 
LOWER RAILROAD RATES 


Jackson, Miss., March 8&—(Special.)— 
The Mississippi railroad commission at its 
meeting yesterday made a sweeping re- 
duction of the local freight rates on 
brick and lumber on all lines operating 
in Mississippi, and it is not believed that 
the railroads will adopt the schedules just 
issued without a spirited controversy on 
the subject. 

As compared with the lowest rates 
heretofore in force on any road in the 
state, the new rates are a reduction of 
fully 25 per cent, and on some roads the 
reduction amounts to nearly 50 per cent. 
Local shipments of brick and lumber 
form a very considerable item in the 
freight receipts of nearly every ljne in 
the state and the traffic officials fought 
against the reduction with considerable 
spirit. Now that it has been made, there 
is hardly any doubt that they will en- 
deavor to secure its abrogation, even be- 
fore the new schedules go into effect on 
the Ist of April, the date named by the 
commission. 

The commission itself was divided on the 
subject. While admitting that changes 
in existing rates are badly needed, Cap- 
tain McInnis, chairman of the commis- 
sion, thinks the new schedules are not 
the proper solution and he protested 
against their adoption. If legal pro- 
ceedings are instituted by the railroads, 
however, it is not likely that any steps 
will be taken in this direction until after 
the meeting of the commission on the 
third Monday of the present month, at 
which time the traffic officials will have 
an opportunity to appear and file their 
protests setting forth wherein the schéd- 
ules will make serious inroads on their 
revenue. 

Some assurances have been given by 
the traffic officials of the Mobile and 
Ohio and Illinoig Central that Jackson 
and Meridian wholesale merchants will 
be granted the old rates on flour and 
grain, thus enabling them to gompete 
with other jobbing centers. 


If Attorney General McClurg loses his 
anti-trust suit against the oil mills of the 
state, which was submitted to the su- 
preme court yesterday afternoon on ap- 
peal from the circuit court of Hinds coun- 
ty, the new anti-trust law will be given 
a very black eye. Only, preliminary points 
were passed upon in the lower court, the 
case being argued on demurrey, but the 
oil mills drew first blood in the decision 
of Judge Powell that the attorney general 
would have to proceed against the vari- 
ous mills in the counties of their domi- 
cile, which would be practically impos- 
sible for him to do, owing to the pres- 
sure of his other official duties, and the 
additional fact that no provisions are 
made for his expenses while junketing 
about over the state. It. is probable that 
an attempt will be made at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature to correct this de- 
fect of the statute, but for the present it 
must stand as a very serious hindrance 
to the enforcement of the anti-trust 
measure. The consensus of opinion among 
members of the legal fraternity is that 
the attorney general will lose the case in 
the supreme court. 


The talk of the state just now is the 
stirring address delivered by Bishop 
Charles B. Galloway, in this city last 
Sunday night, in which he indulged in 
some very severe criticisms of the man- 


eae

agement of the Mississippi penitentiary. 
While his language did not specifically 
name the state prison or any of the offi- 
Cials, the allusion was so plain as to ad- 
mit of no double interpretation, and the 
following paragraph “hoed very close to 
the corn row:”’ 

“I have no respect for the aristocracy 
of the penitentiary. The white marderer 
whose hands are stained with the blood 
of his fellowmen is entitled to no more 
consideration tharf the unfortunate’ negro 
confined within the walls of the same 
prison. It fs a shame, a disgrace, an 
outrage, that the kid-gloved convict is 
allowed to walk the streets at will, while 
his proper place is behind the walls. 
Much history is being made along this 
line and more will yet be written.”’ 

“The kid-gloved convict” referred to by 
Bishop Galloway is supposed to be Dab- 
ney Marshall, formerly a young attorney 
of Vicksburg, for whom a strong effort 
has been 1:ade to secure a pardon ever 
since his incarceration, and who is al- 
lowed an unusual amount of liberty by 
the prison authorities. Bishop Galloway’s 
home is within a block of the prison 
walls, and he has a good opportunity to 
watch the workings of the institution. 


A telephone message from Carthage 
states that it fs not likely that the jury 
in whose hands rest the fate of the seven 
prisoners charged with the celebrated 
Gamble murder will reach a verdict be- 
fore Saturday. The case is being fought 
with considerable bitterness, talented 
counsel 
defendants, but at the present stage it 
looks very much like the entire batch will 
be convicted and that, unless the su- 
preme court intervenes, the burning of 
Mrs. Gamble and her four children will 
be properly avenged by law. The witness 
on the stand yesterday for the prosecu- 
tion was Albert Harris. the negro who 
made a confession implicating the seven 
prisoners now in custody, and he made a 
very straightforward statement of the 
manner in which the horrible atrocity 
was committed. People have gathered 
from all directions to witness the trial, 
and it is estimated that fully one thou- 
sand persons are in attendance. The pro- 
ceedings have been very quiet and order- 
Iv so far, however, and no fear of a 
lynching is felt by the officers. 


Professor H. L. Whitfield, state super- 
intendent of education, is now awaiting 
the arrival of Dr. J..L. M. Curry, trus- 
tee of the Peabody fund, before com- 
mencing his preparations: for the summer 
normals to be held 1n various parts of the 
state during the months of July and Au- 
gust. Dr. Curry is at present in Florida, 
being detained there by illness, but he is 
expected to reach Jackson some time 
during the present month. The allowance 
to Mississippi from the Peabody fund last 
year was exceedingly smali and the nor- 
mals were somewhat crippled in conse- 
quence, but Pro‘essor Whitfield feels 
confident of securing a larger allowance 
this year, that will endble him to make 
up for **-- work necessarily set aside last 
season. Up to the present time applica- 
tions have been received from about fif- 
teen towns asking for the location of 
summer normals, and the usual spirited 
contest on this subject is expected to 
take place.

TO ACT UP TO PROMISE

Then the Mill Owners Petition That | 


No Labor Laws Be Enacted 
at Present Session of 
Legislature. | 


Raleigh, N. C., March 8.—(Special.)—One 
hundred and fifty cotton mills in the state 
today presented a paper to the 
judiciary committee, in which they 
pledge that, from March ist, no 
week’s work — shall exceed sixty- 
six hours; that no child under 
twelve years shall work in a mill during 
the term time of available public schools; 
that mills will do all in their power to 
promote the education of the working 
reople in the rtate, and cheerfully bear 
their part of the burden. They then pe- 
titicn the legislature, in view of this 
agreement, to enact no labor laws at this 
session. 

The committee reported tonight, saying 
the evil of child labor is being rapidly 
diminished in the state; that it is gratified 
at the spirit shown by mill owners who 
have signed an agreement before legisla- 
tion is enacted, and it recommends an ac- 
ceptance of the agreement. 


LARGE BLAZE AT GORDO, ALA. 


Town Was Nearly Destroyed by 
Flames Thursday Night. 

Columbus, Miss., March 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Gordon, Ala., a small town 
about thirty-five miles east of 
this city on the Mobile and Ohio rail- 
road, was visited by a disastrous fire 
last night, seven out of the nine business 
houses of the town being totally de- 
stroyed: Carver & Son, A. H. Cole and 
W..

P. Rolls, C. L. Krebs, Joseph Terres, 
Philip Rolls, Elijah Walker, Robert Sey- 
mour and Joseph Able were arraigned at 
Scranton, Miss., this afternoon on in- 
dictment for the lynching of John Knox, 
who shot and killed his stepson last Sat- 
urday a week ago. Owing to the absence 
of Larsen, the main witness, the cases 
were continued to next Thursday. The 
accused were ordered confined in jail at 


Mississippi City, on account of fear that 


friends in Scranton might attempt to re- 
lease them, if put into the Scranton jail. 

It is said warrants have been issued for 
nine others, charged with taking part in 
the lynching. 


SEABOARD SETTLES QUESTION. 


No Doubt About Where Its Offices 
Will Be. 

Richmond, Va., March 8.—(Special.)—All 
doubts about the removal of the general 
offices of the Seaboard Air-Line: system, 
from Portsmouth to Richmond, seems to 
have been removed. The present tenants 
of the Habliston building, which has been 
purchased by the Seaboard, have received 
notices to vacate by June ist. The 
building ‘vill undergo general overhaul- 
ing before the officials are brought in, 
which, it is understood, will be about the 
Ist of July. President Williams has never 
admitted that the offices would be 
brought here, but of this fact there is 
absolutely no doubt. Whether or not the 
shops will follow is not known. 


PUGILISTS ARE STILL IN JAIL. 


Although the Grand Jury Reported 
No Bill Was Found. 


Galveston, Texas, March 8.—Unexpected 
developments marked the habeas corpus 
hearings of Pugi‘ists Choynski and John- 
son, charged with prize fighting, which 
was heard before Judge Allen, of the 
criminal court, today. Before the time 
for the hearing, when Choynski, Johnson 
and their attorneys were in the court- 
room, the grand jury came in and sub- 
mitted a written report that they had 
investigated the case against Choynski 
and Johnson and had found no Dill 
against them. 

The law states that a person shall not 
be discharged upon failure of the grand 
jury to find an indictment until after 
the grand jury has adjourned for the 
term. The habeas corpus heariag was 
then taken up. The bond of $5,000 fixed 
by the judge of the corporation court 
was reduced to $2,500 each. The case will 
go to the court of criminal appeals. In 
default of bond the pugilists were com- 
mitted to jail.

Insurance Companies Cancel Policies 
on Several Houses—Watch-

Memphis, Tenn., March 8.—(Special.)— 
The people of Brownsville, fifty miles 
from Memphis, are greatly alarmed over 
frequent attempts by firebugs during the 
past ten days to destroy the town and 
resulting in the cancellation of insurance 
policies on several buildings.

REMARKABLE GIRL CUEIST. 


Sixteen-Year-Old May Kaarlué De- 
feats Billiard Experts. 

New York Herald: Truly sensational 
was the billiard playing of Miss May 
Kaartus at Maurice Daly’s academy. Not 
yet sixteen years old, she executed shots 


that made George Slosson, Jacob Schaefer 
and the late Frank Ives famous, and, in 
the opinion of experts who gaw her. even 
{improved on many played by them, She 
fs the daughter of Professor Kaarlus, 
himself an expert. 


‘The room was crowded with those who 

had been attracted by the announcement 
that Miss Kaarlus had issued a challenge 
to any billardist living, professional or 
amateur, offering to forfeit $1,000 if she 
were beaten in making one hundred diffi- 
aeons shots. Maurice Daly was her oppo- 

Miss Kaarlus began her exhibition in a 
way that thoroughly aroused the crowd. 
She was easy and natura! in her carriage, 
and the way she used her cue caused the 
experts to open their eyes in agreeable 
amazement. While she had been heralded 
as a clever fancy shot, they had expected 
nothing so admirable as her performance. 
So enthusiastic did one billiardist become 
over her performance that he sent out 
and bought a handsome bouquet of flow- 
ers for her. 

Especially noteworthy were her masses 
and draws, with both left and right hands. 
In one shot, with the first object ball in 
the corner and the cue ball an inch or 
two away, she massed with the left hand 
so that the cue ball came back, striking 
the side cushion, and then going along the 
entire length of the side rail to the sec- 
ond object bail. Other masses were two 
cushions to the left, forward and back to 
the corner, around the table to the left 
and also to the right, curve in the corner, 
curve around the lower rail, two cushion 
bank, kiss to left upper corner, striking 
same cushion three times, and the length 
of the end rail. 

In the sixteen ball shot, the globes being 
lined up along the side rail, she made 
each take five cushions, while in the six 
ball shot, with the spheres lined up in the 
center of the table, she used both left and 
right hands and made twenty strokes in 
succession, each ball taking three cush- 


‘fons. Both these shots are called racing 


shots, among them being the cue ball hit- 
ting the object ball and hitting the object 
ball a seeond time. 

In fact, she has one hundred of the most 
difficult fancy shots, and when she had 
finished every one pronounced her a mar- 
vel. She completely outplayed Daly. In 
a few shots only did he excel her. Almost 
all of her shots she made on the first at- 
tempt. Many shots Daly did not succeed 
in making at all, for after the third at- 
tempt he usually stopped.

Republicans of Kentucky Pre- 


paring for Next Campaign, 


DEMOCRATS: AFTER DEBDE 


Judge Cantrill, Who Presided in Goe- 
bel Cases, Working To Succeed 
the Republican Senator. 
Ku-Kluxi Clan is 
Discovered. 


Lexington, Ky., March 8.—(Special.)— 
Within the next two or three weeks it is 
thought that the republicans of the state 
will be well under way with the work of 
their organization for the campaign next 
fall. Never at so early a period has there 
been such activity displayed in the re- 
publican camp and they evidently trust to 
@ continued desertion of the democratic 
party by those who failed to affiliate with 
the regular party organization during the 
famous campaign of 1899 and the presi- 
dential campaign of 1900, 

It is the evident intention of the repub- 
lican leaders to depend not on an organ- 
ization of the whole state, but rather to 
an organization of the 119 counties as 119 
working units in the political machine. 
In other words, the organization will cen- 
ter around the county officers and the 
candidate for the legislature will receive 
aid not from a state organization, but 
from the organization of the group of 
candidates for the various offices in the 
respective counties. The state organiza- 
tion expects to do little in the campaign 
cther than to see that the miniature or- 
ganizations in the various counties are 
firmly established and in good working 
order. 

Whether or not there will be a candl- 
date for the office of lieutenant governor 
has not yet been decided upon by the re- 
publican leaders. Some of the leading at- 
torneys of the state will be called into 
consultation before the party organiza- 
tion determines upon that point. In some 
quarters in the party the theory is held 
that the office of lieutenant governor is 
now vacant and that an election must 
be held this tall to fill the vacancy. 
Others are equally firm in their declara- 
tions that there need be no election for 
lieutenant governor until the next regu- 
lar election for governor. 

The republican campaign committee is 
expected to hold a meeting within the 
next ten days and decide upon the policy 
of the party in the question of whether 
or not to put out a candidate for leu- 
tenant governor. Leslie Combs, who was 
at the head of the campaign committee 
last year, when seen, refused to commit 
himself on the question but rather inti- 
mated that in his personal opinion the 
office of lieutenant governor was now va~ 
cant and that an election would have to 
be held to fill the vacancy. He also said 
that various opinions were held on the 
subject by. republican state leaders. 

Comparatively few of the republican 
leaders were in Washington in attendance 
at the Inauguration ceremonies. So few in 
fact were there that the matter has 
been the cause of considerable comment 
throughout the state. Sam J. Roberts, 

leditoe of The Lexington Leader and 
revenue collector for the seventh dis- 
trict, McKinley’s closest personal friend 
in Kentucky, was in Washington during 
the inauguration. Pension Commissioner 
Yerkes was, of course, on hand, but be- 
yond this few of the leaders, except those 
dn the house and senate, saw President 
McKinley take the oath for the second 
time.

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Senator Blackburn siicceeds Judge Wil- 
liam Lindsay, one the most notable 
men who ever represented Kentucky in 
the halls of congress: His record during 
public services has been above reproach 
and but for the fact that he was an ar- 
dent supporter of the “gold wing’ of the 
democratic party during the canvass of 
1896 would perhaps today have retained 
his seat. 

Judge Lindsay commenced the practice 
of law at Clinton, in Hickman county, in 
1858. He entered the confederate service 
fn July, 1861, and served until May WW, 
1865, when he was paroled as a prisoner 
of war at Columbus, Miss. He resumed 
the practice of law in Hickman county 
in 186 and was elected state senator 
from the Hickman district in August, 
1867. Three years later he was elected 
judge of the Kentucky court of appeals 
and he served until 1878, two years of the 
time being chief justice. After retiring 
from the bench Judge Lindsay located at 
Frankfort for the practice of his probs 
fession. In 1879 he ran for state senator 
and was elected by a flattering majority. 
In 1892 he was appointed a member of the 
interstate commerce commission and de- 
clined the appointment. He was elected 
United States senator February 14, 1893, 


Carlisle and was re-elected in January, 
1894, for a full term, which expired on the 
4th instant. 


The existence of the’ Ku-Klux, an or- 
ganization similar to that which operated 
throughout the state immediately after 
the war, leaving a trail of dead bodies 
wherever it appeared, has been brought 
forcibly to the attention of the state in 
the prosecution resulting from the arrest 
of men on the charge of the murder of 
Mrs, Mina Hall on Boone's creek, in 
Letcher county. It developed in the case 
that the Thursday after the election of 
last November fifteen persons, mostly 
young men, collected at the house of a 
man named Baker, on Boone’s fork, and 
took the oath, known in the mountain 
distr‘cts as the “‘klan’’ oath. It is the 
deep avowal of allegiance which has be- 


organizations of that district. 

The men then proceeded to the house of 
Mrs. Mina Hall, a.widow, who lived a 
few miles away, and, knocking at the 
door of her little cabin, demanded ad- 
mittance. This. was refused and the men 
then began firing volleys through the 
walls of the house. Mrs. Hall was struck 
in the head and died instantly. Her eld- 
est son was wounded in several places, 
but lingered for three days before expir- 
Ing. The existence of the gang was re- 
vealed through the confession of Lige 
Fleming, .one of the band. Sol Fleming, 
the nephew of Lige, was the first of the 
band to be tried, an@ was given a life 
sentence in “the state penitentiary. He 
seems to have suffered ho remorse from 
the murder of Mrs. Hall, but was so an- 
gered at the fact that he was convicted 
through the confession of his uncle that 
he assaulted him in jafl on his return 
from the courtroom. and slight injuries 
were inflicted before the jailer could sep- 
arate the two men. 

It was known that Mrs. Hall had con- 
cealed about the housé’a large sum of 
money supposed. to have been between 
$1,500 and $2,000, which was missing after 
the: men had committed’ their murderous 
assault. The last mah to be drrested 
in connection with the murder is- Sol 
Fleming, Sr., whe 18 a relative of the 
man condemned to a life sentence in the 
penitentiary. He resisted arrest when 
Detective John W. Wright called at hig 
heme with a warrant and it was only 
after an exchange of volleys and being 
severely wounded in the leg that the 
man surrendered. There are now under 
arrest about half a dozen men accused 
of complicity in the crime, but their cases 
have been continued until the August 
term of the. court. 

This is one band of the powerful or- 
ganization of the ku klux, and they have 
sc terrificd the citizens in some parts 
of the mountains and have been engaged 
in sO many cases of robbery and hold- 
up that several of the circuit judges 
have found themselves called upon to 
give strict charges against the organiza- 
tion to their grand juries. In some jn- 
stances the hold of the organization has 
been so strong upon individual members 
that they have preferred a brother ky 
klux to one of their immediate family 
when the question was one of life or 
death. 


The return of John J. Sechrest to his 
home at Williamsburg, a rich man, has 
brought rejoicing to the hearts of more 
than one small farmer in that commu- 
nity. Sechrest has ben missing for four 
years. In the month of August, 1896, he 
made a number of unusually large pur- 
chases of cattle, amounting in all to 
about $15,000. He gave checks in payment 
for the cattle, which were accepted in 
each case, as it was known that he was 
one of the largest stockholders in north- 
ern Kentucky, and it was to be pre- 
aumed that his paper was good. Se¢hrest 
disappeared after disposing of the cattle 
and the checks were returned to their 
holders with the indorsement ‘‘No funds.” 

Nothing was heard of Sechrest until 
last Christmas, when a letter was re- 
ceived by his brother, Will, saying that 
he had made a furtune in the Klondike 
and was going to return to the state and 
pay all of his debts. Will Sechrest soon 
after left for Alaska in order to take 
charge of the mining interests during the 
absence of his brother. John Sechrest 
immediately started for Kentucky, but 
was quarantined for four weeks at Daw- 
sen City, preventing his arrival at an 
earlier date. Sechrest claims that he hag 
brought back $100,000 in cash with him 
and that his holdings in Alaska are worth 
fully a million dollafs. 


The Kentucky court of appeals has 
handed down a decision to the effect 
that a discharge in bankruptcy in a dis- 
trict court is a bar to the prosecution 
or collection of alimony theretofore ad:

HOW THB FISHES ARE HANDLED 
WHEN THEY ARB BROUGHT IN. 
There are various ways of transferring 

large fishes from the transportation cans 
in which they are brought to the aqua- 
rium to the pool or tank in which they 
are to be placed. Two ground sharks, for 
instance, one about four feet in length, 
the gther about three feet, which were 
to be dropped into the great central pool, 
were lifted out of The can by the very 
simple but effective method of grasping 
them with one hand around the dorsal fin 
and the other around the tail. Of course, 
it takes a man skilled in handling live 
fishes to be able to do this. 

One way of handling fishes of five feet 
or more in length is with a sheet. A stout 
sheet of suitable size having at each cor- 
ner an eye with a rope attached is work- 
ed along the bottom of the tank under the 
fish which is then lifted by the ropes at 
the four corners. The fish sags down in 
the center, as in a hammock. 

FISHES’ FAVORITH CORNERS. 


Whether in their ocean homes the bot- 
tom-feeding fishes, remaining for consid- 
erable periods in e same region, would 


ical niches, clefts or sheltered places in 
the rocks, or elsewhere, in which to hide 
or rest, might perhaps be doubted, but it 
is not an uncommon thing for such fishes 
in captivity, in aquarium tanks to pick 
out and occupy spots which they seem to 
claim as their own. A fish may spend the 
greater part of its time roaming and rov- 
ing and swimming about, but when it set- 
tled down for three or four hours a day. 
it wants its own particular spot. 

If when such a fish comes back after 
its customary outing, it finds some other 
fish occupying the nook, it drives the 
other out, or the chance occupant is very 
likely to get out on the other’s approach. 

FOOD FOR SOME DAINTY FISHES. 

There is a little crustacean called gam- 
marus of which some fishes are very 
ford; it might be that the existence of 
some dainty fishes in captivity in an 
aquarium would depend upon whether 
they could be supplied with it. The gam- 
marus lives on and about plants that 
grow under water. It is very small and 
difficult to gather by itreelf in sufficient 
quantities. So bunches of the vegetation 
to which it clings are gathered up bodily. 
Op a bunch as big as a man’s high hat 
there might perhaps be 50 gammarus. 
Such a bunch fis put Into the tank for 
the fish to poke around in. it gives them 
their food in an attractive form, as they 
would get it in nature, and ther hunt the 
rlant over for it, and swim away and 
ecme back and look for more. The fishes 
don’t overlook many of the gammarus; in 
fact, when that exhausted food holder 
was taken out, to be replaced with a 
clump of the plant, there remained upon 
it not a single one. 

A TURTLE THAT WENT DOWN- 
STAIRS. : 

Some turtles of smaller varieties are 
kept here in small metal tanks in the 
laboratory, which is a long room on the 
second floor of the building. This recom is 
heated by steam with radiators of the or- 
dinary kind. The small tanks in which 
thése turtles are kept fs at one end of 
this long room, while the staircase leading 
to the ground floor is at the other. Of 
these smaller turties now and then one 
gets out of its tank, perhaps hy climbing 
up on the back of another turtle that hap- 
pens to be standing close up against the 
inner side of tank, mnanaging thence to 
reach the edge and drop over to the floor 
and so get a little run of liberty. 

Among these smaller turtles was an 
African terrapin about four inches in 
length that was one of the best of the 
climbers. On a number of occasions 
this turtle had got out and taken a day 
off, crawling under the radiators to get 
warm, but always staying in the labor- 
atory somewhere. But one day it varied 
this programme by going down the stairs 
It was found on the platform at the 
foot of the stairs quite unharmed and 
was carried up and put back into its 
tank. 

It is not supposed that the African 
terrapin jumped down these steps but 
that it crawled to the edge of the steps 
one after another and dropped over, 
and kept on falling down this succession 
of cliffs until it reached the bottom. 

BIG SEALS FOND OF LITTLE 
KILLIES 


Pretty much everything that swims 
like live killies to eat; they are fed to 
the fishes and other animals at the 
aquarium in some cases as a regular ar- 
ticle of food but more generally as 
shrimps, for instance, are fed, as a sort 
of luxury, or sidedish or dessert. Some- 
times, though, they are given to persuade 
fishes whose appetite has failed to eat, 
as might be done also in the case of seals 
which big as they are, like the Httle 
killle very much. Nellie, the larger of the 
harbor seals at the aquarium, is especially 
fond of them, and when killies are put 
into the water in its pool it catches them 
with perfect facility and certainty.

Chicago,’ March 8.—Martin B. Madden, 
president of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
Association, returned from Washington, 


where a committee from the association 


was given a hearing by Secretary of the 
Treasury Gage, protesting against the 
countervailing duty on Russian beet su- 
gar recently imposed by the department. 
Mr. Madden said today: 

“The contention of the manufacturers 


' association is that the Russian govern- 


ent pays no bounty to its sugar manu- 
turers. The Russian law provides for 
the payment of an internal revenue tax. 
The approximate quantity of sugar allow- 
ed to be shipped by the Russian manu- 
facturers for home consumption is.ito be 
by the minister of finance. Upon 
this an internal revenue tax of about 
87% cents for each thirty-six pounds of 
sugar in charged. If a greater quantity 
than that provided by the law officers 
of the government is shipped for internal 
consumption, double this tax is charged. 
If any part of the sugar manufactured 
is shipped abroad the shipper receives 
from the customs officé at the border line 
of Russia a certificate setting forth that 
this sugar was sent out of the country. 
Upon such shipments no internal revenue 
tax is paid. ; 


Just Like Our Whisky Tax. 


‘The secretary of the treasury holds 
that this release from the parent of in- 

rnal revenue tax by the Russian gov- 
ernment to the shipper is equivalent to a 
bounty. We have in this country an in- 
ternal revenue tax on whisky. For every 
gallon of whisky manufactured a certain 
price is paid by the manufacturer 
through the internal revenue depart- 
ment to the government. If.the whisky 
go manufactured is consumed in this 
country. If the whisky is shipped abroad 
for foreign consumption no internal rev- 
enue tax whatever is collected. The sec- 
retary of the treasury agrees’ with us. 
that this release from the internal reve- 
nue tax to the whisky shipper is not a 
, but on the other hand he. holds 
that the release of the internal revenue 
tax to the sugar shipper by the Russian 
i ee is a bounty. 

. e manufacturers of America fear 
that inasmuch as we now produce 30 per 


, 


cent more manufactured goods than. we. 


are able to consume at home, that if the 
foreign market is cut off the manufact- 
ures will only be able to run 7 per cent 
of the time, and if they are only able to 
work 70 per cent of the time, it will nat- 
urally follow that the men will lose 30 per 
cent of the time they are now employed. 
A reduction in wages will naturally fol- 
low and a condition of unrest must be the 
natural consequence. 
Griggs Against Gage. 

“The committee has infoxmation to the 
effect that the decision or opinion of At- 
torney General Griggs was that Russia 
paid no bounty, but that the treasury de- 

ment had acted before he was able 
to communicate it. The attempt of the 
treasury department to show the small 
quantity of manufactured goods exported 
seems to us as unreliable. From our best 
information no record is kept by the cus- 
toms officers of the manufactured goods 
hipped to Russia except where they are 
billed direct. The direct shipments last 
year are said to be about $10,000,000. The 
record of the Russian government shows 
-them to exceed $30,000,000.

Wichita, Kan., March 8—In the trial 
of his absent wife today David Nation 
testified that she began her ‘‘smashing” 
crusade against saloons upon the advice 
of himself and Ed Sample, of Medicine 
Lodge, as lawyers. They told her that 
saloons were outside the pale of the law 
and could be abated in any manner any 
individual might choose. The court sus- 
tained an objection made to the evi- 
dence, 

Mrs. Natton’s attorneys are contending 
that no person acting under the advice 
of a lawyer as to the legality of action 
pan be held responsible for an offense 
committed against the law. Since Mr. 
Nation’s voluntary admission as to ad- 
vising his wife there is talk of proceed- 
ing against him as an accessory before 
the fact.

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TOBACCO DUTY: ABOLISHED 


Tariff To Be Put on Cu- 
ban Weed. 


No Export 


McKINLEY ISSUES AN ORDER 


Cigars and Cigarettes Are Affected. 
Abolition Will Cause Heavy 
Loss in Revenue. 


Washington, March 8.—The. president to- 
day issued an executive order abolish- 
‘ing the Cuban export duty on tobacco 
from April ist next. This action was 
taken on the earnest recommendation 
of the Cuban economic commission, which 
recently visited Washington, indorsed 
by General Wood. A precious order had 
been issued fixing an export duty of 50 
per cent on Cuban tobacco from April 
1st. Today’s action removes the ex- 
port duty entirely. 

The abolition of the duty affects cigars 
and cigarettes, as well as tobacco in 
leaf, filler or cut, all of the various classes 
of tobatco, raw and manufactured, hav- 
ing heretofore been subject to various 
rates of duty. That on cigars has beén 
$1.35 per thousand; on cigarettes in boxes 
90 cents per 1,000; cut tobacco $3.75 per 
100 kilos, except that harvested in the 
province of Santiago de Cuba and ex- 
ported through the custom houses at 
Santiago, Gibara or Manzanillo, which 
which paid $2.20 per 100 kilos. All of 
these duties are abolished under the or- 
der of today. 

It is estimated by the war department 
Officials that the abrogation of the: to- 
bacco duties will cause a loss of rev- 
enue Of about $800,000 to $1,000,000 per 
year. But it fs said that this loss will 
be more than offset by the encourage- 
ment given to the planters in Cuba to 
increase their production. The extent 
of the trade affected by the order is very 
large, the tobacco exports amounting to 
about $20,000,000 a year. Of this, by the 
larger part came to the United States. 
The total value of unmanufactured tobac- 
co exported within the seven months 
ending July 3ist last was $5,720,000, and of 
this the export to the United States 
amounted to $4,875,000, 

In the same period the export of Cu- 
ban cigars was largest to Great Britain, 
the United States coming second. The 
total value of the cigar exports for 
the seven months was $6,030,000, 

It is announced at the war department 
that the Secretary of war has decided 
that all provisions of the present Cuban 
tariff, unless amended by proper author- 
ity, shall remain in effect until the pro- 
posed revision by the Havana commis- 
sion becomes operative. This also ap- 
plies to paragraph 218, which admits rail- 
road material to roads actually building 
and for plant@rs’ use at a duty of 20 
per cent. This specially low rate was 
to have ceased at the end of the pres- 
ent month. I is now continued indef- 
initely. The tariff.as a whole was to 
‘continue in force until June 15th. It 
likewise is to continue indefinitely,

The 
western company is prearing to throw 
down the gauntlet to the great combine, 
the United States 8teel Corporation, 
which will produce over 80 per cent of 
the steel rails made in the United States.

SIX-INCH CANNON EXPLODES. 


Two of the Employees Narrowly Es- 
caped Being Killed. 

New York, March 8.—A six-inch gun 
undergoing its official test burst today 
at Fort Wadsworth. The heavier parfs 
of the gun collapsed, falling to the 
ground with the tangled steel frames of 
its carriage. The breech lock was hurled 
against the barricade, where it was shat- 
tered against the steel bolts and its parts, 
deflecting, spreading destruction in all 
directions. One large piece passed 
through one of the frame storehouses 
and buried itself in the ruins of the 
old barracks. One jagged part struck 
the tracks on which several construction 
cars were standing. The rails were twist- 
ed lfke wire and two of the cars over- 
turned and badly damaged. Grant John- 
son and F. Newman, employees in the 
construction department, had narrow 
escapes from death. Johnson had a pail 
‘dashed from his hand and broken to 
pleces and Newman escaped by only a 
rege from another piece of flying 
steel.

FILIPING BAND 1S TAKEN 


American Business Men in Manila 
Are Giregtly Disappointed by 
Limitations of Spooner : 
Amendment—May Ask 
for Extra Session. 


Manila, March 8.—Captain Duncan, of 
the Fourth infantry, has captured a squad 
of insurgents and twelve rifies near the 
town of Imus, in Cavite province, twelve 
miles south of Manila. 

General Lloyd Wheaton, commander of 
the department of northern Luzon, re- 
ports the troops of his department to be 
in excellent health. Less than 8 per cent 
of them are sick. 

The Manila board of health has an- 
rounced that on an estimated population 
of 300,000 for the city of Manila. the an- 
nual death rate is % per thousand. 

Unconfirmed information coming from 
native sources says that Aguinaldo is in 
hiding in the province of Isabela, on the 
northeastern coast of Luzon island. 
American troops are scouting in that 
section of the country. 


Business Men Disappointed. 


Disappointment among American busi- 
ness men here with the limitations of 
the Spooner amendment to the army bill 
is increasing as its provisions become bet- 
ter known. It is considered to be espe- 
cially unfortunate in apparently prohibit- 
ing the issuing of licenses tor the cut- 
ting of timber upon public lands. If this 
interpretation proves correct, it will be a 
bonanza for the few owners of private 
timber lands in these islands, and the 
beginning of building activity in all towns 
will be considerably retarded. 

An inquiry has been cabled to Wash- 
ington asking whether this prohibition on 
timber cutting is to be construed as in- 
cluded in the amendment. The forestry 
department of the Philippines kas hither- 
to issued licenses for the cutting of iim- 
ber upon public lands for one year. 

May Send Petition. 

The question of the sales and appor- 
tionment of Jands and mining rights, al- 
though importantly affecting the growth 
of business and the settiement of Ameri- 
cans in the Vhilippines, can wait until the 
regular session of congress, but lumter 
is in such great demand today for build- 
ing purposes that it would be considered 
most unfortunate should the control of its 
production be vested in those few men 
who now own timber land. 

There is some talk here of sending a 
petition to Washington for an extra ¢es- 
sion of congress. 

Timber cutters paid the government an 
average of 5 cents per cubic foot for tim- 
ber cut on government lands, of which 
there are today about 2,000,000 acres avail- 
able for cutting. About 30,000 acres. of 
timber land are owned privately, chiefly 
by the Tabacalera Company, of Manila,

French Senate Rejects Bill Intro- 


duced! by the Agfriculturists. 
Paris, March 8.—The senate today, af- 
ter several days’ discussion, rejected by 
a vote of 176 to 103 a bill introduced 
by the agriculturists, the effect of which 
would have been to create an export 


‘bounty of seven francs per quintal upon 


wheat and flour. 

M. Dupuy, republican radical, and M. 
Cailloux both vigorously opposed the bill 
as disastrous to the finances of the coun- 
try. 

The chamber of deputies discussed an 
interpellation by M. Antido Boyer, radi- 
cal socialist, concerning the Monceau 
mining strike. 

M. Boyer criticised the action of the 
local authorities and the violence of the 
gendarmes and demanded that the gov- 
ernment should intervene to put pres- 
sure upon the mining companies, insist- 
ing that otherwise a general strike micht 
supervene. 

Several opposition speakers seized the 
opportunity to protest against the atti- 
tude of the government regarding strikes 
generally, including the Marseilles strike, 
which, as they pointed out, tended to en- 
courage such movements. 

M. Millerand, minister of commerce, 
and M. Waldeck-Rousseau, premier, re- 
plied repudiating the insinuations that 
the government had _ fostered strikes. 
Both ministers declared on the contrary 
that the government favored all efforts 
to concillate labor disputes. The cham- 
ber adopted a vote of confidence in the 
government by a vote of 306 to 234.

The escaping burglar, whose two 
confederates on guard were shooting at 
McLaughlin, drew his revolver. Pressing 
it to McLaughlin’s abdomen he pulled the 
trigger, the cartridge failed to explode 
and McLaughlin knocked him down. Then 
the two men who had stood guard rode 
east on Ontario street in a buggy, one 
firing his revolver. The wounded man 
ran ‘after him, followed by McLaughlin 
and his brother in law, General M. D. 
Hardin. 

The pursuers halted when the men in 
the buggy made a stand at Lincoln park 
boulevard and opened up a fusilade while 
waiting for their comrade. When he got 
into the buggy the three galloped south 
on Lincoln park boulevard. Mr. 
Laughlin shouted as he ran: “Kill those 
men; they are thieves.’’ 

Charles C. Kern opened fire on the fu- 
gitives, but failed to stop them. The rob- 
bers obtained no booty at the McLaughlin 
residence. 

A servant girl had discovered the bur- 
glar in the upper part of the house. 
Alarming Frederick McLaughlin, she also 
startled the intruder, who started to leave 
the house as McLaughlin reached the 
front door. 


PROF .BROWN IS IN TROUBLE. 


Charges Have Been Preferred 
Against Him by Captain Davis. 

Washington, ‘March 8.—Charges have 
been preferred to the navy department 
by Captain Charles H. Davis, superin- 
tendent of the United States naval ob- 
servatory, against Professor Stimson J.

Montana Sends Democrat to 
United States Senate 


STRONG MAN IS SELECTED 


Gibson Has Always Been a Staunch 
Demeccrat and Is a Man of High 
Character — Democrats at 
Washington Are Ju- »-

Helena, Mont., March 8.—At half-past 

8 o’clock this morning, although the legis- 
lative clock testified that it was not yet 
midnight, Hon. Paris Gibson, democrat, 
of Great Falls, was elected United States 
senator for the term expiring March 4, 
1905. 
For almost the entire life of the legis- 
lature that body had been voting. daily 
for a senator, but with no result. Thurs- 
day at noon the joint assembly met as 
usual and took one ballot, adjourning 
until 7 o’clock p. m. for further balloting. 
After taking a few votes without indica- 
tion of result, the joint assembly took 
a recess until 11 o’clock, at which time 
began the session ending with the elec- 
tion of Mr. Gibson. 

In all twenty-two ballots were taken 
during the day. At the conclusion of the 
twenty-first. ballot, H. L. Frank, who 
was the leading fusion candidate, an- 
nounced his withdrawal from the contest 
in favor of Mr. Gibson, who had not up to 
this time had more than a nominal fol- 
lowing. Mr. Gibson's high character and 
unblemished reputation commended him 
to fusion members and there was a 
stampede to him on the next ballot, he 
receiving the required number of votes, 
seven of which were furnished by the 
wing of the democratic party known as 


the Daly faction. 


Mr. Gibson was born in New Hamp- 
shire, July 1, 1830, and was educated at 
Bowdoin college, graduating in the class 
of 1851. “He located at Minneapolis in 1858, 
building the first flouring mill in that 
city. He also operated the North Star 
woolen mills of that city. He came to 
Montana in 1879, locating at Fort Benton, 
in the stock business. In 1882 he became 
interested in the possibilities of the wa- 
ter power that could be developed by the 
falls of the Missouri river at the site of 
the present city of Great Falls, of which 
he is called the father. He laid his plans 
and hopes: before James J. Hill, who join- 
ed him in the enterprise, and the result 
was the growth of a city of 12,000 on the 
prairies by the side of the vast water 
power. Mr. Gibson was a member of the 
state constitutional convention and of 
the state legislature. He has always been 
a strong democrat. 

Addicks Men Are Riotous. 

Dover, Del., March 8.—By adjournment 
of the legislature sine die this afternoon, 
the balloting for the United States sena- 
torship, which has been in progress since 
January 16th, ended without any decision 
The two houses separated before adjourn- 
ing, leaving a double deadlock. 

Delaware has not had q full representa- 
tion in the United States senate since 
1895. There were numerous factional 
demonstrations today. 

A crowd of Addick’s sympathizers 
swarmed around Representative Chan- 
dler, a regular republican leader, who 
was cheering vigorously. 

“Shoot him, stick a knife in him,” they 
shouted. 

Friends and detectives crowded around 
Chandler, who kept on cheering. A union 
republican senator approached him and 
jumped on a chair, yelling: ‘““‘Three groans 
for the damned republican traitors!” 

Friends urged the men to desist. As 
President Ellison walked out he was 
hissed by the Addicks men, who cried: 
‘Old maid,” and “‘traitor,”’ but the other 
side cheered him. 

Governor Hunn declared this afternoon 
that he would not appoint a United States 
senator. 

Democrats Jubilant. 

Washington, March 8.—(Special.)—Dem- 
ocrats here are jubilant over the result 
of the senatorial contest in Montana and 
feel that they have decidedly the best of 
it in the way things wound up in Dela- 
ware. 

In Montana a clean, strong democrat 
has been elected, when there seemed a 
good deal of danger of the democratic 
legislature throwing away its opportuni- 
ty and sending either a hybrid democrat 
or even a republican. The political lines 
are not very closely drawn in Montana 
and the republican friends of ex-Senator 
Tom Carter seemed to believe they had 
reason for expecting his election through 
some stampede in the closing hours of the 
legislature’s session. 

The election of Mr. Paris Gibson, there- 
fore, gives particular pleasufe to all dem- 
ocrats. Senator Carter, in speaking to 
me about him today, said that Mr. Gib- 
son is undoubtedly one of the best men 
in the state, that he is a man of high 
character, fine appearance and good abil- 
ity, and would make an excellent sena- 
tor. Senator Carter paid the new sen- 
ator a handsome tribute and said that 
he would undoubtedly prove eminently 
satisfactory to the state so long as any 
democrat was chosen. Senator Clark 
speaks of him in the highest possible 
terms. His election is especially gratify- 
ing to democrats because it removes the 
possibility of a vacancy and also of any 
washing of Montana dirty linen before 
this congress. 

The opposition to Senatof Clark has 

complete.v abandoned its purpose of mak- 
ing a contest of any kind against him, 
and there is every likelihood, therefore, 
of peace in Montana. 
* Delaware will have the unique and un- 
enviable distinction of being the only 
state in the union without a single repre- 
sentative in the United States senate for 
at least a year or more. 

The failure of the Delaware legislature 
to elect is attributable entirely to one 
man, and that is the gas millionaire, Ad- 
dicks, who moved down into the state 
from Philadelphia for the express pur- 
pose of buying his way into the senate.

DENMARK IS IN NO DANGER 


That Country Hasn’t Been Threat- 
ened by United States. 


WILLING TO BUY ISLANDS 


But No Threats Have Been Made. 
Alleged in London Negotia- 
tions Are Off. 


Washington, March 8.—An emphatic 
denial is given at the state department 
to a statement published in a London 
newspaper that the United States govern- 
ment has addressed a note “almost 
threatening in tone,” to the Danish gov- 
ernment, declaring that it will not per- 
mit a transfer of the Danish West indies 
te any foreign power.

IN WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 


Memorial Tablets and Inscriptions 
That Line the Interior of the Shaft. 

Few of the thousands of visitors to 
the Washington monument have the dis- 
position to climb its 900 steps. It is 
much easier to ride on the elevator, which 
makes the ascent of the tall column in 
about eight minutes. But visitors who 
walk one way, either up or down, are 
well rewarded by a near view of the in- 
scriptions on the memorial tablets, says 
The Youth’s Companion. , 

One hundred and seventy-six of these 
tablets were contributed by various so- 
cieties, lodges, cities, states, foreign 
countries and private individuals. The 
variety of their inscriptions attest the 
wide reach of the influence of Washing- 
ton. . 
The Association of Journeymen Stone 
Cutters of Philadelphia, under the em- 
blems of their trade, inscribe on their 
tablet: ‘“‘T’nited We Stand.’’ Westmore- 
land county, Virginia, describes itself 
simply as “The Birthplace of Washing- 
ton.”” Greece, the ‘‘Mother of Ancient 
Liberty,”’ sends from the Parthenon 
“This Ancient Stone as a Testimony of 
Honor and Admiration.”’ 

The Turkish inscription, it is said, was 
written by the court poet, and bears a 
date in a “year of the Hegira.’’. One 
of the longest inscriptions appears on a 
stone presented by some Chinese Chris- 
tians of Che Heang, China, in 1853. It 
declares George Washington to have been 
braver than Tsau-Tsau or Lin-Pi. 

A likeness of Shakespeare stands out 
on a stone at the twenty-sixth landing. 
as the short level spaces between the 
flights of stairs are called, bearing these 
words above: “All that live must dle,”’ 
and below: “A tribute of respect from 
the ladies and gentlemen of the dramatic 
profession of America.”’ 


AS TO A BROKEN MIRROR. 


Information Kept Ready for the Cus- 
tomers of a Cigar Store. 

New York Sun: One day last week a 
workman who was putting in new elec- 
tric Nght fixtures in a Park row cigar 
store accidentally let a piece of piping fal! 
and it crashed intu a mirror which réach- 
ed from the ceiling to the floor, smashing 
it to pieces. The empty frame with a few 
jagged edges of giass sticking from its 
inner edges was noticed by every cus- 
tomer who came in, and invariably the 
question was asked: 

‘Mirror broken?’’ 

The clerk addressed would reply that it 
wag, but long before the day was over 
the clerks became weary of answering 
that and many other questions about the 
broken mirror, such as ‘“‘Was it an acci- 
dent?’ ‘“‘Was it insured?’ “How did it 
happen?” “‘Who did it?”

The night clerk soon tired of his job 
and thought out a plan to put a stop to 
the questions. So he wrote out the fol- 
lowing answers and pasted the paper on 
the frame of the mirror:

The Vice Presidential Office. 
The pre-election asseytion of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt that he would instil life 
into the vice presidential office war- 


which lie before him: 

The words of a‘ former occupant of 
the office, Hon. Adlai B. Stevenson, may 
not be out of place in solving the rid- 
dle: “But for the imperative necessity 
of providing against the dangers of 
even a temporary vacancy in the chief 
executive office,” says Mr. Stevenson— 
“that of vice president would not have 
been created. In the scheme of govern- 
ment formulated by the convention of 
1787 there could be no place primarily for 


| such an officer. In the great executive 


office the president stands alone, Neither 
his power nor hig responsibility can he 
share with another. Those who aid in 
the work of governmental administration 
do so by his appointment and subject to 
his authority. It will be seen then that 
the vice president, though elected in like 
manner and possessing the same constitu- 
tional qualifications as the president, is 
in no sense an executive officer. That his 
position would be an anomalous one was 
recognized by the convention. An office 
was created without duties to be per- 
formed by its incumbent, The. situation 
was at length relieved by assigning to 
this officer the duty of presiding over the 
senate. This was at once recognized as 
a position of responsibility and of dig- 
nity.’’ 

Having no duties in connection with 
the presidency, without even the tra- 
ditional right to advise, he can only 
preside over the senate, and even then, 
not being a member of the body, he 
takes no part in debate and has no 
vote. In comparison the speakership 
of the house looms much higher. The 
speaker has a voice and a vote, and, 
through the appointment of the com- 
mittees, controls all legislation. Viewed 
from this standpoint, Mr. Stevenson 
says: 

In striking contrast to all this, the 
power of the vice president over the pro- 
ceedings of the senate is but as the dust 
in the balance. And yet, without the 
right to speak, or even vote except in 
the possible contingency mentioned, he 
has more than once in our history been 
potential inf legislation. The “Walker 
tariff bill” of something more than fifty 
years ago passed the senate by the cast- 
ing vote of Vice President Dallas. The 
protracted struggle over the organization 
of the senate immediately succeeding the 
inauguration of President Garfield will be 
remembered. In that instance the or- 
gahization of the body and much impor- 
tant legislation that followed was conse- 
quent upon the casting vote of Vice 
President Arthur. It seems but yesterday 
that the senate being equally divided, its 
attitude was determined upon an impor- 
tant phase of the Philippine question by 
the casting vote of Vice President Hobart. 

Finally Mr. Stevenson epitomizes the 
vice presidency as but a “contingency,” 
such as happened when Fillmore, John- 
son and Arthur came to the front.” 
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Legislative Bad Blood. 

The occurrence of rioting in the leg- 
islature of Dalaware is an evidence 
that the legislatures of the world in- 
tend to monopolize the spring fights. 

It is only the other day that the Irish 
members created a diversion in the 
HDnglish parliament necessitating the 
introduction of some ot London’s fin- 
est. On the same day the German 
reichstag held an animated argument, 
in which several causes for a duel re- 
sulted. The Austrian reichsrath also 
indulged in a fine time. In the senate 
of the United States tongue-lashings 
took the place of physical encounters. 

It was hardly to be expected that 
even so small a state as Delaware 
would fail to be heard from. With one 
representative in congress she is en- 
titled to two senators, but she finds it 
hard to make a selection, ang physical 
as wel] as oral arguments were thought 
necessary: to bring about a concensus 
of opinion.

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CUBA AND THE UNITED STATES 


‘‘Can’t the Cubans See on Which Side 
Their Bread Is Buttered?” 

Néw York Herald: The peace which we are 
pledged to; leave to the Cuban people must 
carry with’ it the guarantees of permanence. 
We became sponsors for the pacification of 
the island, and we remain accountable to the 
Cubans, no less than to*’our own country and 
people, for the reconstruction of Cuba as a 
free commonwealth on abiding foundations 
of right, justice, liberty and assured order. 
Our enfranchisement of the people will not 
be completed until free Cuba shall be a reality, 
not a name; a perfect entity, not a hasty ex- 
periment bearing within itself the elements cf 
failure,’' 

This is Mr. McKinley’s declaration of 
the nation’s Cuban policy. He affirms 
that it is the purpose declared in the war 
resolution of 1898 and ‘“‘must be made 
500d” His critics contend that it is i..t 
in keeping with that promise of absvlutc 
covereignty and independence then made 
to the world. Whether these critics or 
the supporters of the policy be right on 
this point, all must agree that the United 
States is aiming at not only its own pro- 
tection but also that of the new republic— 
not only its own highest interests but also 
those of Cuba. 

lf the Cubans are sensible they must 
see that they have everything to gain and 
nothing to lose by accepting the -gvad 
offices ard vrotection thus offered them. 
It is true that in doing so they will vield 
something of their sovereignty and :nd2- 
pendence. But this is a sentimental con- 
sideration which is outweighed by the 
material advantages to be gained. They 
must remember that they are founding 
a republic under exceptional circum- 
stances, difficulties and dangers. Without 
the aid of the United States they could 
not have achieved emancipation from 
Spanish misrule. Without that aid in the 
future their national safety and welfare, 
nay, their very republican existence, is 
more than problematic. , 

They have neither army nor navy. The 
United States guarantees them protection 
against foreign encioachment and domeés- 
tic revolution. They have no financial re- 
sources. The United States proposes to 
guard them against the possible danger 


‘lof that enormous §panish-Cuban debt 


and other monetary disasters. In short, 
this country offers to fight their battles 
in the future as it has in the pust. That 
is an offer which any struggling peuple 
in their national infancy and weakness 
should be only too glad to welcome from 
a powertfui frierdly neighbor. 

There is another aspect of the matter of 
momentous consequence to the success of 
the republic and the future welfare of its 
people—that is the sanitary improvement, 
agricultural development and commercial 
progress of the island, co essential to ‘ts 
prosperity and so dependent on the stabil- 
ity cf its government. 

The country must be made healthy by 
modern sanitation. This is necessary not 
only to it as a desirable place of resi- 
derce and visitation, but also to its com- 
mercial intercourse with the United 
States. It must have up-to-date publis 
improvements in the way of railways, 
telegraphs, telephones, and so on. Its 
rich agricultural resources must te de- 
veloped and its trade built up. 

Now all this requires capital and enter- 

prise, which the Cubans have not and 
Americans have. But, obviously, Amer- 
leans are not going to risk their capital 
cr waste their enterprise on:a country ex- 
posed to danger from without, revolution 
| within, or financial disasters due to folly. 
They wil demand the security of a stuble 
government. This will be afforded by 
the guaranty of the United States. It 
will be wholly wanting without that 
guaranty and with Cuba thus left to its 
own resources. 
Hence, to leave gratitude for the past 
entirely out of the question, the Cubans 
have every reason ‘of self-interest and 
rational welfare to welcOme <he proffer- 
ed guardianship of the United States, 
which assures their stability as a nation 
and prosperity as a people without ma- 
terial interfererce with their sovereizaty 
or independence. It safeguards the perm- 
anence and insures the success of the 
new republic. It is the buttered side of 
the Cuben bread: _

Is Pneumonia Contagious?

The Peach Crop Is Safe. 
Once mere the Georgia fruit crop has 
@ narrow escape, but luck seems to have 
been with the peach growers, and up to 
the present time all seems to be safe. 
Full reports are now in from all the 
peach-growing sections and a majority of 
them seem to. indicate that the recent 
cold acted as a benefit rather than an 
injury. In the northern part of the state 
there seems to be no doubt but that the 
cold greatly helped the crop, as it served 
to hold back the budding of the trees, 
but in some of the southern sections of 
the state where the budding was further 
advanced some of the fruit men fear 

that the crop will be damaged. 

State Entomologist Scott was in Mar- 
thallville durirg the coldest day of the 
recent spell and he stated there that the 
crop was still safe, ag the trees had not 
budded sufficiently to be injured. He 
pronounced the freeze a blessing and 
stated that it would serve to hold the 
buds back until all danger was passed. 

The news comes from Thomasville that 
in that section the trees had not been 
hurt at all, as budding had not com- 
menced. 

Thomasville experienced some of the 
coldest weather in the state, and being 
in the most southern section, it is safe 
to presume that if no injury was done 
there the trees elsewhere are safe. 


To Tax Trading Stamps. 

The city council of Columbus has 
jumped on the trading stamp business 
and passed up an ordinance affixing «4 
tax of $250 a year on all merchants who 
do a trading stamp business. An effort 
was made to get through council a tax 
of $25 on all persons who used stamps, 
including the rebate checks as well as 
the regular trading stamps. This meas- 
ure would have affected a great many of 
the Columbus merchants, but it was voted 
down. Those doing a trading stamp busi- 
ness were taxed the $250 by an almost 
unanimous vote. The aldermen and coun- 
cilmen spoke in rather harsh terms of 
the stamp business. 


Cedattown’s New City Hall. 

The city fathers of Cedartown have de- 
cided that the little city has outgrown 
its present citv hall and they are going 
to build a new one. A splendid lot has 
been purchased for the purpose, and it 
is thought the project is one greatly to 
the city’s interest. In order to secure 
the monev for the improvement it will 
be necessary for the people to pass upon 
it, and a special election has accordingly 
been ordered to be held the early part 
of April. 


Hawkinsville’s New Depot. 

Work has at last been commenced on 
the new denot at Hawkinsville. This is 
the result of a long and persistent fight 
by the people of that city for better 
depot facilities and the new building is 
the result of an order to that effect is- 
sued some time ago by the railway com- 
mission of the state. 

The plans call for a building 190 feet 
long. besides a platform on the rear ex- 
tending fort’ feet in length. The freight 
department will be a hundred feet long, 
and there. will be two waiting rooms. 
each fifteen by twenty-five feet. These. 
together with a baggage room ten by 
fifteen feet, and office fifteen by twenty 
feet for clerical force complete the build- 
ing. Until the new building is finished 
the old one will be used by the road. 


Normal School Ofens. 

The state normal school in Athens 
opened this year with better prospects 
than it has had in some time. The open- 
ing was fully up to expectations, and it 
is expected that excellent work will be 
accomplished during the session. Several 
dozen teachers were present at the open- 
ing prayer and listened to the opening 
address by President Branson. The 
classes were soon organized and work 
was commenced at once. 

President Branson is in receipt of let- 
ters from enough teachers stating they 
are coming to the normal school to in- 
sure a larger attendance upon the open- 
ing term than that of last year. 

The dormitories under the management 
of Professor Earnest are both in splendid 
shape.

IN THE PUBLIC EYE:

“In the passing of Captain Ziba King, 
whose death was noted In today® Con- 
stitution, Florida loses its most unique 
character,” said a gentleman at the\ 
Kimball yesterday. 

“Captain King resided at Arcadia in 
DeSoto county, and for a generation has 
been known as the cattle king of Fiori- 
da. The title was justified, for King 
owned nearly all the cattle in the south- 
ern part of the state: It would be in- 
correct to say that the cattle on a thou- 
sand hills were his—for there are no 
hills in Florida—but it would be cor- 
rect to say that the cattle on‘ a thou- 
sand marshes were his. The entire south- 
ern portion of the state was simply alive 
with the cattle owned by King. : 

“The captain began life poor, but he 

Saw the possibilities of the cattle bus- 
iness in Florida, and he devoted his_ener- 
gies to it with such success that 
for years before his death I doubt if he 
could have come in a thousand head of 
telling the number of his cattle, 
,“King ran his business in a sort of 
feudal style. He had hundreds of men 
in his employ and they obeyed him as 
unquestioningly as ever a retainer of the 
middle ages obeyed his liege. At King’s 
behest those men would have done any- 
thing. Several years ago ‘rustlers’ began 
to give King a good deal of trouble. They 
would steal his cattle by the score and 
ship them to Cuba, where beef was al- 
ways in good demand. King appealed 
to the authorities, but they claimed that 
they could do nothing against the ‘rust- 
lers.’ 

“ ‘Very well,’ said King grimly, ‘I can 
protect my cattle if you people can’t.’ 

“Forthwith he summoned every man 
he had employed and told them that he 
wanted rustling stopped. The men knew 
what King meant, and they began war 
on the ‘rustlers,’ which ended in their 
extermination. Occasionally there would 
come from south Florida a short story 
to the effect that King’s men were chas- 
ing ‘rustlers’ and there the story stopped. 
There was no need for it to go further; 
for every one knew that the chase could 
have only one result. 

“King’s cattle brought him a princely 
income. He shipped thousands to Cuba 
and he supplied the state of Florida 
with all its native beef. He invested 
his money wisely, and when he died he 
was a director in two or three .national 
banks and owned blocks of valuable 
real estate. 

“The common people liked King and 
they sent him to the Florida legislature 
two or three times, where he served them 
well. 

“The newspaper men were fond of 
King and he was fond of them, When- 
ever the cattle monarch came to Jack- 
sonville, it meant good times for the 
newspaper boys. <ing hunted them up 
and wined them ‘and dined them and 
loaned them money if they needed it. 

“The last time I saw King was at the 
Corbett-Mitchell prize fight, where he 
figured in a picturesque incident. It 
was just before the fight began, and I 
suppose there were 10,000 people in the 
great amphitheater. Suddenly a sono- 
rous voice was heard shouting: 

“‘T’ll bet one thousand yearlings~to 
$1,000 on Corbett!’ | 

“Everybody looked to see who was of- 
fering such odds, and they spied, way 
up near the roof of the building, Ziba 
King. He was a picturesque figure, 
clad as a typical ranchman and wearing 
a great white hat with the traditional 
slouch to it. He continued to shout his 
offer, but no one would take him up and 
finally he said: 

**All right, if you fellows don’t want 
to’win my yearlings, I can ship them 
to Cuba. They will be glad to get them 
there.’ " . 


‘There are thousands of bushels of 
meal going from Georgia to Cuba every 
month,’’ said a traveling man at the Ara- 
gon yesterdav. ‘‘The meal is made by 
the Juliette mills, which are situated on 
the Southern railway between Atlanta 
and Macon. I don’t know just how the 
demand for the meal was worked up in 
Cuba, but that it exists [| know, for I 
recently saw a carload of the meal 
shipped. 

“The Juliette mills use water power and 
I suppose this has something to do with 
the demand for the product, for I know 
that the country people all over Geor- 
gia are partial to water-ground meal. 
They claim that it is sweeter and makes 
better bread than meal which is ground 
by steam. They say that where steam 
is used the rocks are run too rapidly, 
and that the meal is so heated that it 
doesn’t make good bread. 

“IT think a Macon firm sent a few sacks 
of the Juliette meal to Cuba as an exper- 
iment. The meal became very popular 
and now I am told that the mills can 
hardly fill the orders which come from 
the island.”’

He 
says that politics is very quiet in Flor- 
ida just now.

The prison commission recefved a letter 
yesterday from the county commissioners 
of Lowndes county saying that the order 
of the commission and the governor with 
reference to the convict camp conducted 
by the McRee brothers, had been complied 
with in every respect and the convicts are 
now under the direct cogtrol of the com- 
missioners. 

The McRee camp was not abolished by 
the commission, as it hag been made to 
appear, but the county commissioners of 
Lowndes were simply directed to resume 
control of the convicts instead of leaving 
their management to the proprietors of 
the camp. This the commissioners have 
done, and while the convicts are still 
working for the McRees, and will con- 
tinue to do so, the county commissjoners 
have appointed the captain, guards and 
whipping boss and will in the future 
supervise the camp themselves, 

The railroad commission held a special 
meeting yesterday to — the com- 
plaint of the people of Jackson, in Butts 
county, with reference to the depot that 
is being built there by the Southern. 
Mayor Charles O. Beauchamp and other 
citizens of Jackson appeared before the 
commisSion in behalf of the town and 
General Agent J. S. B. Thompson and 
Superintendent W. A. Vaughn were there 
for the Southern. It developed during the 
discussion that there had been a misun- 
derstanding with regard to the matter, 
the péople of Jackson supposing the 
whites and negroes were to be brought 
into too close contact, The railroad peo- 
ple showed that this would not be the 
case, and they also agreed to make the 
platform 100 feet long instead of eighty 
feet. All parties consented to an order by 
the commission that the matter should 
take this turn, and the settlement was 
harmonious and satisfactory. 


Commissioner of Agriculture O. B. 
Stevens telephoned Assistant Commis- 
sioner Wright yesterday from Griffin that 
he would not be able to go to Washing- 
ton next week on account of his foot, as 
he is still unable to walk. He thought, if 
it is possible for him to do so, that the 
assistant commissioner should go on and 
appear before the industrial commission. 
Captain Wright said yesterday that he 
wowld like very much to go and give a 
statement of the situation in Georgia, but 
he did not know whether he would pe able 
to get away, The business of the depart- 
ment is considerable just now and re- 
quires much attention. It may be pos- 
sible, however, that he will go and appear 
before the commission. 

Governor Candler received qa letter yes- 
terday’ from a man named Dickerson in 
Hall county urging him to make a requi- 
sition for a party now in Alabama on a 
nota ier ering and # swindling. It 
seems*the party in question represented 
himself to Dickerson as q minister of the 
gospel] and Dickerson let him have a dol- 
lar. Now Dickerson thinks,he has been 
swindled and wants the alleged minister 
brought back. Governor Candler replied 
that the party would first have to be in- 
dicted by the grand jury and a request 
for requisition made in proper form hbe- 
fore he could act. 


Secretary of State Phil Cook received a 
letter from parties in Fitzgerald yester- 
day asking him to grant them a charter 
for a bank with the powers of savings 
banks and trust companies to act as trus- 
tees of estates. The capital stock of the 
proposed bank is only $25,000, and in order 
to get the powers desireg thé institution's 
capital under the law must be $100,000 or 
more. 

The secretary of state has no power to 
issue charters to savings banks. This ap- 
pears to have been an omission in the 
law. All such institutions chartered in 
Georgia have been chartered by the 
legislature. Seyeral applications have 
been made to Him for such charters, out 
he was unable to grant them, Parties de- 
siring charters for savings banks still 
have to go to the jggislature. 


Comptroller General Wright has re- 
ceived information that a man named 
Davis has been doing an emigrant agent 
business in Tennille, Washington county, 
claiming to have paid his tax to the 
comptroller general.

Champion ‘Shot Tinker Dead. 
Providence, R. IL, March 8—Hdward 
W. Tinker, formerly champion wing shot 
of the world, died here today. , 
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General Nuthaniel Greene, whose ashes 
have just been exhumed from the grave 
in which they have quietly rested for 
the pas: one jundred and fifteen years in 
Savannah, was the first president of the 
Rhode Is!and chapter of the Society of 
the Circinnati. 

General Greene was born in Rhode 
Island-in 1742. He was the fifth in descent 
from John Greene, a surgeon of Salis- 
bury, England, who came across the wa- 
ter with the pilgrims who followed Roger 
Willlams. This John Greene was perse- 
cuted in England and afterwards in Mas- 
sachusetts ‘and he fled to Rhode’ Island, 
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where ho founded the family home. The 
revolutionary hero was a man of come 
manding presence and great self-posses- 
sion. He managed the affairs of his fa- 
ther’s farm with great skill, but wag 
early drawn into the revolutionary move- 
ment. He had written fo a friend about 
the British government that “the minis- 
try seems to be determined to imbrue 
their cursed hands in American blood.” 
His first service was as a private with 
a musket he purchased himself in Bos- 
ton. That musket is still preserved as a 
relic in the Greene homestead. He died 
at Savannah on June 19, 1786, from sup 
siroke. Congress voted him a monu- 
ment, but it has never been raised. 

General Greene's last resting place was 
discovered as the result of an investiga- 
tion recently made by Colonel Asa Bird 
Gardiner, acting on behalf of the Society 
of the Cincinnati. As soon as the neceg- 
sary steps can be taken the remains will 
Le conveyed to Rhode Island. 


The duke of Cambridge, who has been 
serlously ill since he attended the funeral 
of Queen Victoria at Windsor, and whose 
condition is now alarming the members 
of his family, is the first cousin of the 
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who was just two months 
his junior. The venerable prince is, 
therefore, eighty-two years old, and, 
though possessed of an iron constitution, 
is yet threatened because of his age. 
Prince George William Frederick Charles, 
as he was called when christened, is the 
s0n of Adolphus Frederick, the first duke 
of Cambridge. He is a grandson of 
George III, and he succeeded his fathen 
in 1850. Prince George became a colonel 
in the army in 1837, and in 1854 had beep 
advanced to the rank of major general. 
He led the expedition sent to help Turkey 
against Russia. After serving with the 
artillery and the engineers he was raised 
to the rank of general in 1862. He fought 
at Inkerman, where he had a horse shot 
under him. In 1862 he was made field 
marshal, a post he held till 189, when 
he was retired by the reorganization of 
the army.

WILL HAVE TO BE MADE 


| Where has been some quiet discussion 
gmorng the members of the water board 
as to the advisability of raising the water 
fates in the city should the water bonds 
fail to pass. 

It is held that the contemplated im- 
provements in the waterworks system are 
absolutely necessary, and ff the money 
can be secured from no other source, that 
plan of getting it is still left open. 

The commissioners are very much op- 
posed to the plan of raising the water 
rates,” said Commissioner Howell C. Er- 
win yesterday, ‘and, of course, no such 
step would be taken except as a last and 
extreme resort. There ig no doubt, how- 
ever, that something has got to be done 
to get the necessary water mains, and it 
is to be hoped that the citizens of At- 
lanta will sée the importance of it and act 
accordingly at the coming election.” 

Mr. Erwin said ‘that this side of the 
question had only been talked of infor- 
mally, so that it is in no sense a threat. 
The commissioners .have reduced the 
fates on several occasions, and they have 
the power to raise them should they deem 
it necessary to d0 so. This power is ab- 
golute and whatever rate they fix must be 


“The water rates have been reduced to 
guch a point,” continued Mr. Erwin, “that 
Atlanta now has the cheapest water in 
the country. If the rates charged in 1855 
were charged now the income of the city 
from the waterworks last year would 
have been $600,000 instead of. $133,000 as it 
was. It will be seem therefore how large 
an amount has been saved to the peo- 
ple.” | 

The present minfmum water rate fs 60 
cents for 6,000 gallons. Should that rate 
be doubled the water board could raise 
the $200,000 needed for improvements in 
less than two years. Of course, in the na- 
ture of things, that would fall much 
more heavily on the property owners than 
would the issue of long term bonds, which 
could be reduced by & small amount each 


“T¢ is the desire of the board,” Mr. Br- 


win said, speaking further of the mat- 
ter, ‘“‘to reduce the rates to the lowest 
possible limit, and this is the end toward 
which they have been working. As to 
what action the board would take in the 
event of the failure of the bonds at the 
coming election I cannot say. I am in 
favor of doing everything possible in be- 
half of the people, but this improvement 
in the waterworks system is an absolute 
necessity, and it will not be long before 
it will be severely realized. ‘ 
Opposition Is Mysterious. 

*“y cannot understand the opposition to 
the water bonds except it may be for 
some political apite, as has been suggest- 
ed, or because some private parties would 
like to see them defeated in order that 
they might have a chance to get hold of 
the waterworks system themselves. I 
know of rething more calamitous that 
could happen to the people of Atlanta 
than that the waterworks system should 
go into private hands. It would mean 
water rates out of all reason, in fact, 
four, five or six times what they are now. 
I was in, Birmingham a short time ago 
and was told that the water rate paid 
by the Morris hotel was $800 per month. 
There the water system is controlled by 
private parties. Here the Kimbal] house 
pays only $125. That is a fair comparison 
showing what results might be expected 
under such a situation of affairs, It is the 


game way in Chattanooga. Where owners | 


of private residences are paying $7.20 per 
year far their water in Atlanta, they are 
paying from $30 to $40 in Chattanooga. 

“As far as the political feature of the 
matter is concerned, the passage of the 
bonds would be of absolutely no benefit 
to the commission. Every dollar of the 
money would go into water mains and 
the necessary improvements on the sys- 
tem ; 


“As a matter of fact if the insurance 
rates should be raised, as 
threatened, in the event of the failure of 
the bonds, the property owners of At- 
lanta would pay enough more in ingsur- 
ance premiums in two years to make up 
the whole amount of the bonds required. I 
am at an entire loss to understand the 
reasons for the opposition in view of the 
. burdens that are liable to be placed upon 
the people should the bonds fail.”

ROB TWO WOMEN 


Negro Steps a Wagon in Business 
Btrest in the Day Time. 


WAS CHASED AND CAPTURED 


The Women Had Scld a Cow and 
Oalt end Had Money. 


NEGRO FRIGHTENED OFF BY POLICE 


Prisoner Gave His Name as John 
Johnson—Affair Without Par- 
allel in City Police Records. 


A negro seized the bridle of a horse 
driven by Mrs. Humphries and her daugh- 
ter, of Atlanta Heights, yesterday after- 
noon at 8:30 o'clock on Courtland, near 
Decatur street, and was in the act of 
forcing the women to give up their money 
when he was frightened off by police 
officers. 

The boldness of the affair is without 
parallel on the police records of the city. 
It occurred at an early hour of the after- 
noon while the streets were crowded and 
where police officers were within easy 
call, 

Policeman Bankston was the first to 
reach the scene and he was in time to 
see the negro footpad fleeing down Court- 
land street. He started in pursuit and 
was joined by a crowd of men and boys. 
The chase was a lively one, the negro 
running for several squares. He finally 
dashed among a gang of convicts at work 
in a vacant lot and was caught by a 
convict guard. 

Mrs. Humphries had sold a cow on De- 
catur street, and it is believed the negro 
saw the sale and knew she and her 
daughter had several dollars. He evi- 
dently followed the wagon until it turned 
from Decatur street into Courtland, He 
meant to frighten the women, it is 
thought, and secure the money before the 
women could summon help. 

The negro under arrest gives his name 
as John Johnson, but this is not beljeved 
to be his right name. 

The case will be tried by the recorder 
this afternoon.

Professor G, B, Bird, of Moore's 
Mill, Brought to City 


INSULTED MAS. C & MOORE 


Prisoner Stated Last Wight That 
Morphine and Whisky Taken 
for Neuralgia Upset His 
Mental Condition for 
the Time, 


Professor G. B. Bird, who has been con- 
ducting a flourishing village school at 
Cedar Grove, twelve miles from Atlanta, 
was brought to the city last night and 
locked up in a cell at the police barracks 
on the charge of insulting the wife of 
Calvin B. Moore, a farmer, of DeKalb 
county. 

The professor was brought to Atlenta 
by G. C. Morris, who tells a story about 
how the professor attempted to take ad- 
vantage of Mrs. Moore white her husband 
was away from home. From what Mer- 
ris says, the professor is in an ugly 
scrape, and if he had not been brought 
away from DeKalb county there might 
have been a rough if not a dangerous 
time last night for the village school- 
master. 

Professor Bird is a young man, not over 
twenty-eight years of age, and is highly 
ccrected in the state. He has owned 
up to the whole affair and affirms every- 
thing which Mrs. Moore has told on ‘him. 
He dlaims that at the time he insulted 
Mrs. Moore he was mentally irresponsible 
on account of a dose of whisky and mor- 
phine which he had taken for neuralgia, 

Calvin B. Moore left his home yester~- 
day morning and was In Atlanta when the 
occurrence took place. He knew nothing 
of it until he reached his home late last 
night, and when Professo: Bird was in the 
city prison. 

Morris, who deputized himself a posse 
of one to see the professor safe into 
prison, stated to a reporter of The Con- 
stitution last night that if he hadn’t 
brought the schoolmaster away from De- 


Kalb county there might have been a 


very serious time, as the people in his difs- 
trict were considerably wrought up over 
a professor, to whom they had sent their 
children and who had been trusted, mis- 
treating one of the best women in the 
county. 
Where the Professor Boarded. 

Moore lives near Connolly, or Moore’s 
M:ll, a small station on the old Fast 
Tennessee division of the Southern, and 
eleven miles from Atlanta. His home 
is in DeKalb county., Mrs. Moore, who 
was a Miss Oda Dollar, is a woman about 
thirty vears of age and has one little 


‘child two years old. 


Two months ago Professor Bird opened 
a school at Cedar Grove. which is two 
miles from Moore’s Mill, and he had 
fifty-two pupils. His school is said to 
have been the most flourishing ever con- 
ducted in that part of the state. 

The professor secured board at the 
home of Calvin Moore and was treated as 
a member of the family. 

Every morning Mrs. Moore. fixed a 
lunch basket for the professor, which he 
carried with him to school. She had just 
performed this kindness yesterday morn- 
ing when the professor made the tad 
break which got him into prison on a 
charge which makes the penitentiary 
stare him in the face. 

Morris, who brought the professor to 
the city last night, gave The Constitué| 
tion reporter the following account of the 
affair which he received from Mrs. Moore: 

Story of the Farmer’s Wife. 

*‘Mrs. Moore sent for me and told me 
that she had been insulted by Professor 
Bird. She said that she fixed his lunch 
basket and placed it on a table in the 
hall, and when she was returning to her 
room the professor met her in the door 
and caught her in his arms. His words to 
her, she stated, were insulting, and she 
demanded what he meant. He released her 
and begged her to forgive him and let 
the matter pass. He took his baskat and 
went to his school. Mrs. Moore came 
after me at once, and as soon as he re- 
turned from school I took him in charge 
and told him he had to go to Atlanta 
with me. I had a horse and I led him by 
the bridle and made the professor walk 
by my side as far as Constitution, where 
I got a wagon. When I was near Consti- 
tution a train passed and my horse be- 
came frightened. The professor thought 
he saw a chance to get away, and he 
broke loose and cried out: ‘Catch me if 
you can.’ And I caught him all right 
enough. He gave me no trouble after 
that. I firmly believe if the professor had 
stayed at Moore’s Mill until Mr. Moore 
returned tonight there would have ween 
serious trouble.’’ 

The Professor’s Story. 

Professor Bird was very much excited 
when he reached the police barracks. He 
said his home was in Dawson county and 
he had been in Cedar Grove teaching 
school about two months. 

“I wouldn’t have had this thing to 
happen,”’ he said, ‘for $10,090. I was out 
of my right mind when it occurred. I 
had a severe attack of neuralgia and took 
morphine and whisky mixed to ease the 
pain. It flew to my brain and I hardly 
knew what I was doing when I met Mrs. 
Moore in the door. I know I have done 
a dreadful wrong. I! realized it imme- 
Giately after it was done and [ begged the 
lady’s pardon and asked her io forgive 
me. kb hoped she would let it pass and I 
went on and taught my school. My mind 
has fiot been right all day and I was 
still under the influence of the .irug and 
whisky when I attempted to run away 
from my guard. I consider Mrs. Moore a 

erfect lady and she and her husband 
vave always treated me with the great- 
est kindness. If there is any reparation 

I can make I am willing to do it.’’

| letter found by his side 
@nd addressed to a physician in 
‘the city he stated that he had ar- 
ranged everything so that he could 
‘ he buried without trouble to any one. 
In the same letter were instructions. 
about his funeral. 


‘The suicide had been deliberate and 


Was carefully planned and carried out. 
' Elliott arrived in the city a few days 
@éo from Austell and registered at the 
Folsom hotel. He gave no evidence that 
he was a man in ‘trouble or laboring un- 
der mental worry. Thursday afternoon 
he chatted pleasantly with persons about 
the hotel. It is not known at what hour 
he went to his room. 
‘Yesterday morning the ‘chambermaid 
entered the room with a pass key and 
found Elliott lying at full length on the 
bed, cold in death. He had been dead 
several hours. 
' Captain Ball notified the coroner ané an 
inquest was held yesterday afternoon, the 
verdict of the jury being that the de- 
ceased came to his death from morphine, 
taken ‘with suicidal intent.’ 
‘There was no person in Atlanta who 
knew the young man well enough ¢o as- 
cribe a cause for the taking of his own 
life. He had at one time worked for Dr. 
W. H. Burt, a local physician, but the 
doctor says he Knows nothing about E)- 
liott’s affairs which could have induced 
him to commit suicide. 
Two envelopes were found near the bed 
upon which the suicide lay, one empty 
and bearing the address: “Manager of 
Folsom’s hotel.’’ The other envelope con- 
tained a letter and was addressed: 

“Dr. W. H, Burt, 311 Courtland avenue, 
Atlanta, Ga.” In a corner of the en- 
velope were the penciled words: “Please 
deliver this to Dr. Burt.’’

The young editor of The Austell News 
was about thirty-four years of age and 
unmarried. He had established his paper 
only a few months ago and is said to have 
made quite a success. His friends -at 
Austell are utterly at a loss to account 
for his self-destruction.

Mrs; Home Has Writen To Se- 
cure ‘Necessary Papers 


WILL ASK PROMPT ACTION 


Consent of the Girl’s Parents To Re- 
nounce Their Claims in the 
Bvent of Her Pardon Will 
Have To Be Se 
cured. 


Mrs. M. E. Horne, who has taken such 
a. deep interest in the case of Dolly 
Pritchett, the mountain girl who is serv- 
ing a life sentence in the penitentiary for 
infanticide, called at the office of the 
learn. 
what action ‘had been taken with refer- 
ence to her petition in the girl’s be- 
half. 

It is Mrs. Horne’s desire to have the 
commission grant the girl a pardon in 
order that she may be sent to the Home 
of the Good Shepherd at Georgetown, 
D. C., where she may: be given a moral 
aud mental education that will make 
her ‘a better woman. 

The prison commission has taken no 
action relative to Mrs. Horne’s petition 
because it was not accompanied by any 
statement of the case and the proceed- 
ings of the trial, and they had nothing 
that they could act upon. Mrs. Horne 
saw Chairman Turner, who told her just 
what steps will have to be taken before 
the commission can take the case up 
and act on it. 

An important feature preliminary to 
the steps proposed by Mrs. Horne in 
the case will be to remove all danger 
of the girl’s parents seeking to take pos- 
session .of her in the event a pardon 
should be granted. If the commission 


should see fit to grant executive clemency | 


or recommend it to the governor, they 
would,. of- course, want it fixed so that 
there would be no doubt of her going 
tn the: Home of the Good Shepherd as 
Mrs. Horne intends. Not being of age,° 
however, it will be necessary to obviate 
any darger of her parents taking charge 
of her. 

“Having heard nothing from the formal 
application I made in behalf of Dolly 
Fritchett,”’ said Mrs. Horne in speaking 
of the case, ‘I called at the office of the 
commission to find out if anything had 
been-done with regard to it. I find that 
I will have to secure the record of the 


} case and it will also be necessary to take 


steps to prevent her parents from taking 
charge of her in the event a pardon 
should be granted. I have written letters 
to her attorney, Walter Coleman, and to 
Editor Perry, of The Cherokee Advance, 
at: Canton, for the purpose of getting. the 
necessary papers and complying with 
these requirements. 

“Dolly Pritchett Is under age, and if 
pardoned, in the event that she is guilty, 
it would not, of course, be proper to let 
her go free. I wnderstand her parents 
did nothing for her when she was on 
trial, so doubtless their consent can be 
obtained not to interfere in any way in 
case she is pardoned for the purpose of 
sencing her. to the Home of the Good 
Shepherd. Therg she will be given the 
proper protection and education until she 
becomes of age. If she is guilty her 
crime was a@ most barbarous one, buf 
from the character and surroundings of 
her life it is evident that she has had 
no.opportunity for moral education, nor 
could she fully understand the differ- 
ence between right and wrong. By send- 
ing her to such an institution as the 
Iiome of the Good Shepherd shee would 
be given these advantages and her life 
might be redeemed.” 

Mrs. Horne will secure the necessary 
papers as soon as possible, and the prison 
commission will doubtless take the case 
up without delay. 

It is understood that Solicitor General: 
Hutchinson, who represented the state 
in the trial of Dolly Pritchett’s case, has 
Stated that he would recommend her for 


pardon at the proper time. While he be- | 


lieves she is guilty, he does not think 
she should be made to serve a Iffe sen- 
tence.

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ADMIRAL HICHBORN VISITS" 
“ATLANTA TO SEE THE CITY 


EAR ADMIRAL Philip HMichborn, 
R for efght years chief constructor of 

the navy, now retired, arrived in 
Atlanta from New Orleans last night, ac- 
companied by his wife; and is stopping 
at the Aragon. 

Admiral Hichborn is here simply on a 
visit to see the city, and will leave to- 
night or tomorrow morning via the South- 
ern for Washington. 

‘There is nothing official about my vis- 
it,” said Admiral Hichborn, as he alight- 
ed from the train last night. “I sim- 
ply stopped here to see Atlanta. I have 
heard a good deal about your city and 
have had a desire to see something of it. 
I will remain here tomorrow and will 
then go on to Washington. 

“I have been on an inspection tour to 
Pensacola and New Orleans, looking after 
the stations at those places.” 

Admiral Hichborn was asked about the 
recent phases of the Sampson-Schley con- 
troversy. 

“That's about played out, isn’t it?” was 
his reply. No, there is nothing that I 
can say about that now.” 

Admiral Hichborn hag just completed 
an inspection of the site for the Algiers, 
La., dry dock, which has been built at 
Sparrow Point, Md. Admiral Hichborn 
was retired on March 4th, by reason of 
having: reached the age limit, and this 
will be his last official tour of inspec- 
tion. 


The retirement of Admiral Hichborn 
marks the passing from public life of 
one of the ablest men in our history. 
From a shipwright apprentice at the Bos- 
ton navy yaerd he rose steadily through 
the various grades of the construction 
branch of the service until in July, 1893, 
he was appointed chief of the bureau of 
construction and repair, the highest’ po- 
sition in the construction corps. 

In 1880, when congress determined to re- 
organize the navy, Admiral Hichborn, 
then a naval constructor, was chosen to 
serve as a member of the first naval ad- 
visory board, and four years later was 
selected by Secretary Chandler to go 
abroad in the capacity of a naval expert 
and investigate naval progress in Europe. 
He has been always a staunch advocate 
of sheathed ships and in the face of 
strong opposition succeeded in having 
this type of vessels introduced into the 


navy. 

Admiral Hichborn’s designs of ships and 
inventions of naval accoutrements are in 
evidence throughout the service, promi- 
nent among them being the barbette tur- 
rets, commonly known as “Hichborn tur- 
rets;”” the Franklin life buoy, which is in 
use in this and nearly every European 
navy; submarine boats, water tube boil- 
ers, fire proof wood and a complete set of 
ship boats, which have been adopted as 
the standard. The admiral also has been 
foremost in the design and construction 
of the battleships and cruisers for the 
“new navy,” now being contracted for by 
ship builders throughout the country. 
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WONDERS ARE WORKED IN 
LOW TEMPERATURE TESTS 


HB wonderful qualities of liquid air 
were demonstrated in Atlanta last 
night for the first time by Bugene 

C. Foster. 

The lecture was well attended and the 
audience followed with keenest delight 
every new phase of the subject as pre- 
sented by the different experiments. The 
marvelous heating and cooling properties 
of liquid air were explained in a manner 
both interesting and instructive, and the 
lecturer’s manner of distributing the re- 
mains of articles used in the experiments 
added zest to the explanations. 

Mr. Foster was for five years connected 


-with the Temple college of Philadelphia, 


but resigned his position last year to de- 
vote his time exclusively to lecture and 
laboratory work. In beginning the lec- 
ture he explained the method of carrying 
liquid ai rin Dewar vacuum flasks and 
passed samples of the Hquid through the 
audience in small vessels of the same 
form as that used in transporting the 
supply used in the lecture, 

The lecturer stated that liquid air was 
not explosive nor combustible and not 
particularily dangerous, but that it pos- 
sessed great expansive force and there- 
fore required to be carried in uncorked 
vessels. He said the first ounce of the 
fluid cost $2,000, but that {t could now be 
bought for something like $5 per gallon, 
it being still too expensive for ordinary 
commercial purposes. 

One of the most interesting experiments 
performed during the evening, showing 
one application of the fluid that might 
subsequently become of practical use, was 
the effect on a conducting wire supplying 
electricity to incandescent lights, the ef- 
fect being a most marked increase in the 
illuminating power of the lights, due to 
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the establishment of a perfect conductor 
in the cold wires. 

. Another marvelous demonstration, 
showing the dual power of the liquid, was 
the burning of carbon and the fusing of 
steel in a glass of liquid air which was 
covered with frost, making a difference in 
temperature of 3300 degrees within a 
radius of one inch. 

The lecturer placed an egg and an 
onion in-a vessel of liquid air and drew 
them out almost immediately frozen solid. 
Cranberries when given a bath in the 
cold liquid became like marbles, and let- 
tuce, similarly treated, became instantly 
as brittle as egg shell. A piece of beef- 
steak was frozen as hard as rock in the 
space of a few seconds. Roses dipped in 
the fluid for a few seconds and then 
dropped on the floor broke in a thousand 
fragnaents, and a bottle of bay rum, 


‘poured in the dish of liquid congealed 


instantly. Mercury when frozen by the 
air developed such tensile strength as to 
support the weight of a man without 
giving way. All the articles treated re- 
tained their natural color and when ex- 
posed to the air for a short while re- 
turned to their former state. 

Concerning the practical use to which 
liquid air might be put Mr. Foster stated 
that perhaps the most natural would be 
in refrigeration, ag the liquid air, being 
perfectly dry, would make an admirable 
medium for cold storage plants. Articles 
frozen by liquid gir will retain their 
natural qualities ‘indefinitely. The chief 
objection to the general use of the lquid 
is its great cost, butit will probably be- 
come more and more popular as the cost 
decreases. At present fit is required in 
many laboratory experiments and has oc- 
casionally been resorted to in surgicai 
operations. 

In the course of the evening the lec- 
turer recounted sevéral numerous in- 
cidénts connected with his experiments 
and punctuated his remarks with fre- 
quent flashes of wit and humor.

It has been expected that a special tax 
levy would be necessary to raise the funds 
for the erection of the reformatory, but 
Captain Anderson states that he is of 
the opinion that a special levy can be 
avoided. He was questioned in reference 
to this matter last night and he said that 
the commissioners still have on hand 
about half of the $7,000 originally appro- 
priated for the institution. The other 
pértion of this amount was expended in 
the purchase of the reformatory site. 

He states that the county also owns 
several pieces of property which are not 
now in use and which are of no special 
service to the county and that this prop- 
erty will be soki to swell the reforma- 
tory fund, These several pieces of prop- 
erty were formerly utilized as convict 
camps, but the city has grown around 
them to such an extent that the com- 
missioners have been compelled to move 
the camps farther into the country.

ER face showed signs of weeping; 

there was a hectic glow in her 

cheek; her eyes were unnaturally 
bright, and as the younger girl walking 
with her tried to attract her attention, 
she showed plainly she _ nervous and 
irritated. 

When. she reached home she was dis- 
trait; and when a spoon accidentally fell

Who was she? The matinee girl—the 
- victim of the theater habit The matinee 
has become as necessary to her as the 
trashy novel she reads all summér as 
she bites her finger nails and sighs or 
smiles according to the “dime” heroine’s 
attitudes The matinee fiend is: in At- 
lanta as elsewhere, and the nerve spe- 
clalists here are becoming well acquaint- 
ed with her and the “rest cures’’ are 
throwing open wide their doors—for noth- 
‘tie proves 4 worse “habit, ‘ccept trashy 
novels, than the matinee going of the 
girl—she who lives In the memoty of one 
play till another is seeri, and who smiles 
at the comedian, longs to meet the tra- 
gedian, writes notes to the “pretty” man 
or. sends flowers to the “fearless hero,” 
who, with his sword and chivalry, gives 
mo honest outlaw in the play a chance 
to more than half way do his thankless 
parts. 

At first one is inclined to call such a 
ote silly, frivolous or idle, but when 
the nerves become involved, “when day 
dreams take the place of normal activity, 
and when the stage becomes as necessary 
as the erratic novel, or any other form 
of stimulant upon which any sense or 
emotion becomes dependent, then {is it 
time to begin writing prescriptions for 
“the matinee habit.”’ 

This subject is being very widely dis- 
cussed, especially in the larger cities of 
the northeast and west, while in Mil- 
waukee it is commented on by prominent 
people as follows: 

“The nerves of matinee girls are com- 
pletely unstrung over the recent decMra- 
tion of Dr. Richard Dewey, of Milwau- 
kee, that the matinee habit fs a nerve 
destroyer. 

“ "The nervous strain that a young girl 
undergoes while witnessing the aver 
dramatic performance is exceedingly se- 
vere,’ says the doctor, ‘and if often re- 
peated is likely to do great injury.’ 

“It is like any other form of inebria- 
tion,’ adds Miss Leavitt, acting president 
of the Milwaukee Downer college. 

“ ‘It is pernicious,’ is the fiat of another 
Milwaukee physician.” 

“If there is any nerve racking tenden- 
cy about matinees it must be in these 
bargain matinees,’”’ ig the expression of 
Olive May, of the Auzona company, as 
she is quoted in a Philadelphia paper re- 
cently. 

_ Other members of the same company 
talked glibly on the same topic, and Vin- 
cent Serrano, who as Lieutenant Druton 
has set the matinee girl all aglow, said 
he didn’t think the matinee habit as bad 
now as it used to be. “Faversham, Hack- 
ett and others still enjoy great favor,” 
said Mr. Serrano, ‘but a police escort is 
no longer needed to take a matinee idol 
in safety from the theater, and the floral 
offerings are now easily put inside a mod- 
erately sized hall. As to nerves, I don’t 
think the girls are in any greater dan- 
ger from matinees than from the insid- 
ious pink. tea.”

Burkhart, » Cincinnati, oO, 
WEEEK’S TRADE RBEVIEWED. 
Little Change Developed in Condi- 


tion of General Business. 


New York, March 8.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 

Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

‘But little change was developed this week in 
the condition of general business. Ground re- 
cently gained seemed to be held without diffi- 
culty, with a good distribution of merchandise 
by jobbers in most directions, and with en- 
tire absence of speculative activity. There 
has been a further decline in cotton, which 
does not help the goods market, still the most 
backward and disappointing of all the great 
industries, but in mechanical lines the progress 
being made is noteworthy. 

‘Building materials, including lumber, are 
in especially. urgent demand, and dealers who 
can deliver stock have no difficulty ih securing 
advanced prices, Collections are reported good 
all through the west and are particularly good 
at the south, 

*‘Conditions In iron and steel begin to assume 
an appearance similar to that of 1899. Prices 
have moved ppward rapidly sincé the turn 
was made, and bids at current rates for dis- 
tant deliveries are often refused, Manufac- 
turers are unanimous in reporting a great de- 
mand for domestic consumption, while export 
contracts for finished forms are still taken in 
competition with declining foreign markets, It 
is at such a time when the outlook is brightest 
and quotations advancing sharply that the 
conservative men become cognizant of the fact 
that there is always danger of inflation when 
optimism goes beyond bounds. Granting that 
there is not a cloud on the horizon, it is well 
to remember that exports of iron and steel have 
been smaller of late, and yet the present pro- 
duction is far in excess of domestic consump- 
tion, even allowing a moderate increase over 
previous. years, Productt6én of coke expands 
and shipments are only limited by car short- 
age. 

‘Footwear is steady at former prices, and 
while sales have decreased somewhat, factories 
are aszured activity for a month or more. 
There is a good demand for low priced heavy 
goods from southern jobbers, but many western 
buyers. have not placed their usual contracts 
as yet. The local jobbing trade has improved, 
and city wholesalers have liberal orders from 
country retailers, Large contracts have been 
placed with western manufacturers who re- 
port conditions satisfactory. The slight de- 
crease in shipments from Boston for the week 
is not surprising, but the loss of over 100,000 
cases for the year thus far indicates the ex- 
tent to which development of this industry 
in the west.and south has reduced New Eng- 
land business, The growth of domestic trade 
and exportation has been 80 great, however, 
that with the exception of last year and 1898 
the current year’s shipments to date exceed 
any other on record by over 50,000 cases, 

‘Textile fabrics exhibit a little animation, 
although the markets are still far from a 
satisfactory position. Knit goods receive more 
attention for fall lines, hosiery and articles 
for summer outing are taken freely, mercerized 
goods of expensive qualities enjoyed a brisk 
demand, and cheaper cottons are exported in 
considerable quantities. Some lines of silks 
find buyers without further cut, and labor 
troubles at the mills are less disturbing, 

‘Two large failures in wool occurred abroad 
and three Vermont firms were forced to sus- 
pend. Sales of wool at the three chief eastern 
markets decreased nearly 3,000,000 pounds, 
compared with the previous week’s business, 
but this is a favorable symptom as excessive 
operations of late were due to forced sales at 
lower prices. 

“Cotton declined still further, with option 
business active, Idle mills, estimates of liberal 
receipts and indications that planters will cul- 
tivate an enormous acreage this season, re- 
sulted In the lowest price of the season, With 
the exception of a weak spot early last June, 
the quotation has not been as low in over 
a year, but the present price is over 67 per 
cent above the bottom record of 1898. 

‘Wheat is in abundant supply with quota- 
tions well above last year’s, owing to reports 
that Hessian fly promise to be unusually trou- 
blesome, while weather conditions area also 
threatening. Atlantic exports of wheat, flour 
included, were 2,477,890 bushels for the week, 
against 1,781,895 a year ago, while corn ex- 
ports were 3,357,438 bushels, against 2,183,- 
218 in 1900. 

‘‘Heavy supplies of coffee at last prevailed 
over manipulation and prices declined. 

‘Failures for the week Were 208 in the 
United States, against 205 last year, and 26 in 
Canada, against 33 last year.’ 


Bradstreet’s Review.

‘"Reports, as a whole, continue quite cheerful. 
Most lines of distributive spring trade are 
active and the leading industries aré actively 
employed.
